Fidel Castro habta ante miles de ninos rennidos 
en fa antigua fortaleza militar de Holguin , convertida ahora en 
Ciudad Escolar “Oscar Lucero" \ en tributo a uno de los heroes 
mas puros de la Revolncidn . Es otro cuartel que se transforma 
en escuefa. 

Por la noche, el Primer Ministro concurre al acto convocado 
por la Confederacidn de Trabajadores de Cuba para recibir las 
actas que formalizan la decisidn espontanea del proletariado de 
contribuir, con el 4 por ciento de sus haberes , al magno empeHo 
de industrializar el pais . 

Uno y otro discnrso , abordando temas distintos , responden a 
ana misma nnidad de pensamiento.

PuEBLO de Holguin: 

“Hace Koy exactamente 65 aftos del Grito de Independence en 
el hist6rico pueblo de Baire, el 24 de Febrero de 1893. 

Esta fecba ustedes la conocen per feet amen te bien, porque la ban 
estudiado en los llbros de Hlstoria de Cuba, y, precisamente, hemos 
querido escoger este dia para inaugur ar esta dudad escolar. 

Ningtin Komenaje mejor a los fundadores de nuestra Reptiblica, 
ningun homenaie mejor al Ap6stoI de nuestra independencia, Jos6 
Marti; ningftn nomenaje mejor a todos los hombres que cayeron en 
aquellas lucbas y a todos los cubanos que se sacrificaron en las luebas 
posteriores. que este acto de hoy. donde entregamos, convertida ya en 
escuela. en una formidable escuela, lo que fuera un baluarte de las 
fuerzas de ia tirania. Y ningun homenaje m&s justo al pueblo de 
Holguin, crue dio tantos patriot as en la lucha por la independencia y 
en las lucbas revolucionarias. sobre todo en la dltima lucha, que sig- 
nified para este pueblo de Holguin ei sacriftcio de muebos de sua 
mejores hijos. 

Por eso, ninguna satis facet 6n mayor para nosotros, que el poder 
cumplir la promesa que hicimos de entregar el 24 de Febrero la fortaleza 
de Holguin, convertida en una chidad escolar. donde van a estudiar, 
esperamos que puedan estudiar en el la. 4.000 niAos. No sdlo lo one 
significa moralmente y lo que significa revoludonariamente haber 
convertido en escuela esta fortaleza. que ya es la cuarta chidad escolar 
que ha hecho la Revolucidn, de las grandes fortalezas. en menos de 
un aAo. sino porque adem&s, los niAos de las escuelas publicas de 
Holguin, aue carecian en much as ocasiones de locales apropiados para 
dar sus cfases. que carecian de campos deporttvos. que carecian de 
espacio donde desenvolverse. van a tener ahora una escuela con la 
cual no se podri comparer ninguna otra escuela existente en la ctudad 
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de Holguin. Es decir, que Ios niftos bumildes de las escuelas pftblic&s 
tendr&n una escuela de primera clase que no tendr& que envidlar nada 
a nadie. Con stzs campos deporttvos y con todo el espacio que nece- 
sitan no s6lo para estudiar, stno tambten para Jugar y hacer ejercicio 
y adem&s, van a tener, Io que intenta por primera vez una escuela 
pftblica: van a tener 6mnibus de la escuela para el transporte de Ios 
niftos desde la ciudad hast a aquf. Es decir, antes nosotros veiamos 
que solamente las escuelas parti culares tenfan ftmnibus y solamente 
las familias que podian pagar esas escuelas y podlan pager esos 
ftmnibus podian enviar a sus Kijos en 6mnibus a las clases. 

Abora cualquier nifto pobre, cualquier familia humilde, podr& 
ener la satisfacci6n de ver c6mo tambi^n Ios 6mnibus pasan por alii 
cerca de su casa. para recoger a sus bijos y tTaerlos al centro escolar. 
Van a tener aqui. fedem&s, un magnifico comedor para que puedan 
redbir alimentadftn tambi^n durante el dia. Pero adem&s. otra ven- 
taja que nunca habian tenido Ios niftos de las escuelas pftblic&s: que 
Ios s&bados y Ios domingos podr&n Ios diez ftmnibus organizer viajes 
a las playas y al campo. 

Abora mismo me decta una de las estudiantes de enseftanza se- 
cundaria, una jovencita. decia que ella sentfa no estar abora en primer 
grado. Y es que verdaderamente Ios niftos van a tener abora una 
oportunidad y una serie de ventajas que no tenian Ios que ahora est&n 
ya en la Universidad y est&n en la enseftanza secundaria. Los niftos 
suites no tenian estas ventajas. 

En ese sentido, ustedes se pueden considerar que ban tenido la 
fortune de poder estudiar en condiciones muy distintas de las que 
estudiaron Ios niftos anteriormente en esta ciudad de Holguin. Incluso, 
mucbos pasaban por aquf. y £qu& veian? Guardi as, fusiles, esbfrros. 
basta que Ilegaron los rebeldes y conquistaron esta fortaleza, y la 
conquistaron no para quedarse con ella, porque Ios rebeldes no nece- 
sitan esta fortaleza, Ios rebeldes conquistaron esta fortaleza para 
entreg&rsela a los niftos. 

Y Ios rebeldes no necesitan fortalezas, el pueblo de Cuba no 
necesita fortalezas, ipor qu6? i Qui£n defiende abora a la RevoIuci6n? 
£E)6nde est&n las fortalezas de la Revoludftn? En el pueblo, y en 
los caminos, y en leu cooperativas. y en las montaftas. £Para qu6 
queremos estas fortalezas, si tenemos la Sierra Maestra completa, la 
Siexya Cristal, la Sierra de Gibara, y tenemos todas las sierras de 
Cuba? Y tenemos, adem&s, una fortaleza en cada pueblo, tenemos 
una fortaleza en cada casa. Pues nosotros no necesitamos fortalezas. 
ellos necesitaban fortalezas porque no tenian una fortaleza en e) 
pueblo, ellos necesitaban una fortaleza contra el pueblo, y por eso, a 
pesar de que, por ejemplo, Holguin era una ciudad desaimada por 
completo, ellos tenfan que tener aquf un gran Regimiento, ellos tenfan 
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que tener estas lomas convertidas en fortalezas, ellos tenfan que tener 
estas fortalezas rodeadas de aspilleras. 

£Para dftnde apuntaban esas aspilleras? Para el pueblo. Y aquf 
tenfan que tener las fortalezas muy grandes, £por qu&? Pues porque 
tenian que defender los grandes Iatifundios que Kay en toda esta zona 
norte de la isla de Cuba; pero como abora no Kay que defender los 
Iatifundios. pues no bacen falta las fortalezas esas. Como abora el 
pueblo es el que defiende la Revolucidn, no bacen falta que baya 
fusiles apuntando contra el pueblo, porque Ios fusiles no apuntaban 
hacia otro peligro, no apuntaban bacia el extranjero; Ios fusiles apun- 
taban bacia el pueblo. Y a pesar de que en el pueblo no banian 
fusiles, pues ellos necesitaban, aqui en Holguin, que era un pueblo 
desarmado. un ej&rdto completo. £Eso tiene Iftgica? iTiene sentido 
eso? 

Abora es cuando el pueblo comienza a comprender todas esas 
cosas. Antes se babia acostumbrado a pasar por aquf y ver ana forta- 
leza. No podia pasar nadie porque Ie ponian un fusil. Y el pueblo 
veia aqueflas cosas y no entendia bien para <m6 bacian falta tantos, 
tantos y tantos fusiles y sobre todo tantas fortalezas: £qu& bacian m&s 
de mil soldados abi en esa guamidftn? Y el pueblo abora empieza a 
comprender esas cosas, y las comprender &. sobre todo, cuando pasen 
abora por aqui y en vez de soldados vean el espect&culo de mil lares 
de niftos jugando aquf en estos parques, de millares de niftos corre- 
teando, estudiando, prepar&ndose para ser ft tiles a su Patria. prepa- 
r&ndose para ganarse la vida bonradamente. porque la cantidad da 
niftos inteligentes, el nftmero de inteligencia que bay en el pueblo, 
de inteligencia fame, es extraordinario. Constantemente nos encon- 
tramos con alguien que, sin baber estudiado pintura, pinta un cuadro; 
que sin baber estudiado artesania, fabrica un objeto. 

ICu&ntas inteligendas se babr&n perdido por falta de escuelasl 
Hoy que la Repftblica necesita bombres preparados, que necesita 
bombres que sepan manejar una f&brica, que sepan construir y elaborar 
un producto, cue sepan construir caminos, que sepan construir edifi- 
cios; boy que la Repftblica necesita bombres que sepan, confrontamos 
trabajo para encontrar estos bombres. Y sin embargo, cu&ntas inteli- 

S encias se perdieron, cu&ntos niftos inteligentes perdieron la oportuni- 
ad de estudiar, y que boy podiian estar ayud&ndonos a bacer 
Revoluciftn. 

Es decir, crae nosotros tenemos que empezar por sembrar, sobre 
todo. escuelas. Tenemos que empezar por Ilenar de escuelas la Repft- 
blica, para que todas las inteligendas tengan la oportunidad de pre- 
pararse y aaquirir conodmientos para que la Republics, el dia de 
maftana, tenga Io que nosotros no beroos tenido boy, para que la 
Repftblica, ef dia de maftana, tenga lo que no bemos tenido: dentos 
de miles de t&cnicos y bombres que puedan contribuir a elevar la 
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riqaeza de naettro pafi. pan que el “standard** de vida de tod a* las 
{ami lias sea m&s alto, para que puedan vfvtr mejor. para qne puedan 
tener casas decorosas. para que puedan tener trabajo. para que puedan 
vfvir de ana manera que no tengan que carecer de lo m&s elemental. 
Para eso necesitamos que los nifios estudien. para eso nece si tamos que 
los nifios aprendan: para que la Reoublica, el dfia de maftana. pueda 
brin claries a todos los tiud&danos (o que hoy no le puede brindar; 
porque. nosotros £qu& herencia fue la que recibimos? Recibimos la 
miseria. recibimos esos bohios que se estaban cayendo. recibimos esas 
escuelas derrumbadas. recibimos esos latifundios, recibimos esos pue- 
blos sin acueducto. sin alcantarillado. sin hospital; recibimos on pueblo 
que no estaba preparado para la gran tarea de producir. 

Si cada familia no puede tener un ‘‘standard*’ de vida m&s alto; 
l cada cubano no puede tener trabajo todo el afio; si cada familia 
no ttene lo indispensable para vfvtr c6modamente. La qu£ se debe? 
A que hemos heredado un pais colonializado; a que hemos heredado 
un pais pobre. Si muchos niftos no tienen ropa. si muchos nifios no 
tienen zapatos. si muchos nifios no tienen ni con qu£ comprar unos 
caramelos; si mucho9 nifios no tienen oportunidad de tr al cine; si 
muchos nifios no tienen oportunidad nunca de pasear: si muchos nifios 
carecen de todo, ipor qu4 es? Porque hemos heredado un pais colo- 
nializado. un pais pobre, con 800 mil desem plead os, y hemos 
tenido que empezar a bacerlo todo. Hemos tenido que empezar a 
hacerlo todo pot lo poco que tenemos. y hemos tenido que empezar 
a hacerlo todo con un pueblo donde todavia Kay cientos de miles de 
hombres que no saben leer ni escribir. con un pueblo que no tuvo 
escuelas, con un pueblo que no tuvo salubridad, con un pueblo que 
no tuvo bospitafes, con un pueblo que no tuvo centros t£cnicos de 
educacifin, con un pueblo que no tuvo tierra, con un pueblo oue no 
tuvo f&bricas; es decir, que era un pueblo colonializado y explotado. 
Ese es el por qu6 la RevoIuci6n se encuentra ahora con la gran tarea 
que tiene que realizar por delante. 

Es natural que los frutos de esta obra que es tamos haciendo. los 
frutos de estas ciudades esco lares que estamos construyendo, los cose- 
diar&n ustedes: esta propia generaci6n de nifios que el dia de mafiana 
vrvir& de una forma muy distinta de lo que ha vivido esta generacifin. 
Esta generaci6n de nifios y las generaciones venideras ser&n los que 
recojan los frutos, porque dentro de t0, dentro de 15 aftos. muchos de 
los nifios que ahora van a estudiar en estas escuelas. se habr&n 
graduado en universidades y estar&n capadtados, y otros gohemantes 
en el futuro podr&n disponer de lo que nosotros no hemos podido 
dispOner hoy. Podr&n disponer de cuantos hombres ca paces necesiten, 
podr&n disponer de un pueblo preparado, porque este es un pueblo 
cfvico, es un pueblo con conciencia revolucionaria, es un pueblo 
valiente. pero no es un pueblo preparado todavia, preparado como lo 
necesitamos para hacer la obra que estamos hadendo. 
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Sin embargo, este pueblo tiene un gran m&rtto, y tiene el m6rito 
de haber denotado la Urania, tiene el m^rito de haber conquistado 
la llberadfin nadonal. y tiene el tn6rito de empezar una obra que si 
&I no va a recibir los mejores frutos de ella. tendrfi la satisfaction da 
que el dia de mafiana las generaciones venideras tendr&n que reco- 
nocerle a este pueblo todo lo que «t& haciendo por su felitidad en 
el futuro. 

Es necesario que todas esas manos infantile! que agitan las ban- 
deras de la Patria. sean las manos que el dia de mafiana dirijan 
nuestras f&bricas, que el dia de mafiana dirijan nuestros hospitales. 
nuesfros centros de trabafo. que el dia de mafiana sean las manos 
tambien que. con la ayuda de la maquinaria y con la ayuda de la 
t&cnica, produzcan todas las riquezas que la Patria neceslta. Que esas 
manos que boy esgrimen la bandera de la Patria, esgriman mafiana 
la herramienta del trabafo fecundo; esgriman la pluma. esgriman el 
libro, esgriman. en fin, todos los instrumentos que bay que esgrimir 
para hacer a un i pueblo feltz. Que esas manos que hoy se levantan 
agitando las banderas orgullosas de la Patria, en on Instante emocio- 
nante como &ste. las que van a esgrimir mafiana, en estas aulas los 
I&pices y los libros, sean tambi£n los brazos poderosos, los brazos 
revolucionarios que sepan defender la obra de boy. que sepan defender 
la Patria; los brazos revolucionarios que defiendan esta obra y que 
continuen esta obra y eso es lo que debe estar en nuestras mentes. 

Este acto de boy es un acto de nifios y un acto donde tambi&i 
Kan acudido mucbas personas mayores. Y lo que tenemos que pensar 
nosotros los mayores. fo m&s bonesto, y lo m&s noble, y lo m&s correcto, 
oue debemos de pensar nosotros, es en el futuro, es en esta generatidn 
de nifios. Nosotros no hemos tenido la lortuna de tener lo que ellos 
tienen boy y, sobre todo, lo que van a tener mafiana. Pero el deber 
nuestro es precisamente hacer para estos nifios lo que nosotros no 
tuvimos la fortuna de recibir. Nuestro pensamiento ha de estar, sobre 
todo, en ellos, porque ellos ser&n los que el dia de mafiana constituyan 
el n&cleo fundamental de la Nad&n. Ellos ser&n los que trabafen 
para sus padres; ellos ser&n los que trabafen para los que ya no 
puedan trabajar. Ellos ser&n los que produzcan para los que ya no 
puedan producir. 

Nosotros tambiln recibiremos parte de los frutos, porque cuando 
much as de las personas aquf presentes tengan que retirarse del trabajo 
y ya no puedan trabajar. tendr&n su vejez asegurada en la misma 
medida en que estos nifios progresen, en la misma medida en que 
estos nifios seem capaces de producir grandes bienes para la Patria. 
en la misma medida que el Pais se Indus trialice y progrese econfimi- 
camente. aer& el meforamiento de todos nosotros y ser& la seguridad 
y el bienestar de los que hoy trabajan para ellos y mafiana tendr&n 
que recibir los frutos del trabajo de estos nifios. 
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Y en eao e* cn Io que mAs debemos pensar: en lo* niftos de hoy, 
que ton el pueblo de mafiana. Hay que cuidarlo* y velar por ellos 
como los pi lares con que se funda toda obra verdaderamente hermosa 
y verdaderamente fttil. Hay que pensar en ellos. reptto. mAs que en 
nosotros. La tarea de esta generadAn es. sobre todo. crear para el 
(uturo. y nosotros seguiremos convirtiendo las fortalezas en escuelas, 
y este cAlebre Holguin se convertirA en ana gran Area escolar. porque 
alii tenemos otros edlficios que se van a Ilenar de niftos y de estudiantes 
tambiAn. y asi tendremos en esta sola Area mAs de seis mil niftos. Y 
continuaremos convirtiendo las grandes fortalezas en escuelas y no 
daremos tregua Kasta que se hayan convertido todas las grandes For- 
taleza* en escuelas como Ast as. que realmente emocionan, que real- 
mente impresionan. y Asta en particular, porque es de las que mejor 
nos han quedado basta este momento. Por eso bay que felicitar a los 
trabafadores. bay que felicitar a los ingenieros de Obras Pftblicas y 
bay que felicitar ai Ministerio de EducaciAn, por este verdadero mo- 
numento que boy se levanta a los mArtires de la RevoluciAn. y. 
simbolizando a estos mArtires. a aquel beroico compaftero de Holguin. 
Oscar Lucero, cuyo nombre bemos escogido para el de este formidable 
centro escolar. 

Y ahora. despuAs del eafuerzo que bemos realizado todos. sAlo 
le pedimos a los niftos una cosa: les pedimos que jueguen, les pedimos 
que se diviertan. les pedimos que bagan ejercicios. les pedimos que 
bagan excursiones, pero sobre todo, ustedes van a dedr lo que que- 
remos de ustedes: ESTUD1AR .

C OMPANEROS dirigentes de la clase obrera cabana: 

QuizAs este acto de boy sea el mAs grandioso. entre todos los 
actos revolucionarios que hemos efectuado desde el comienzo de esta 
etapa de la RevoludAn. Y para mAs emocionante coincidencia, tiene 
Iugar boy 24 de febrero. 

Hace exactamente sesenta y cinco aftos, se reunieron nuestvos 
compatriotas para dar aquel Grito con que se iniciaba lo que para 
ellos constitufa la batalla final por la liberaciAn de la Patria. 

Nos imaginamos aquella maftana. despuAs de este largo treebo 
que ba andado la Repftblica, nos imaginamos aquellos bombres que hace 
mAs de medio siglo consiguieron para su Patria las grandes realtza- 
ciones. con las cuales ellos se decidieron a entregarlo todo. 

AQuA cruzaba por la mente de aquellos revolucionarios? ICuAntas 
esperanzasl ICuAntos suefios de felicidad para su pais. cuAntas ilu- 
sionesl Sin pensar quizAs en lo lefos que estaban de realizarse todavfa* 
porque la Patria plenamente libre, la Repftblica absolutamente inde- 
pendiente y soberana, el pueblo duefto de sus propios destinos. foe 
un suefto de aquel dia, que apenas comienza a realizarse boy. Y este 
acto. este acto de profunda significadAn no sAlo revoludonaria. moral 
y patriAtica. sino de extraordinaria significadAn. de caracteristicas efui- 
zAs nunca vistas; este ado exceptional es en realidad el initio de un 
ideal que empieza a cumplirse. 

Y para los que nos emocionan estas cosas, para los que sabemos 
apreciar estas cosas, para los que meditamos sobre estos problem as, 
para los que recordamos la Cuba de ayer, la vida republicana de 
ayer, y los beebos de boy, la vida de boy. no podemos menos que 
sentimos embargados de una serie de sentftnientos. de esperanzas, de 
recon ocimien to s y sobre todo, de orgullo. porque posiblemente en 
ningun minuto anterior, nosotros, los que tenemos esa gran responsa- 
billdad de ir acertando en todos los pasos para no defraudar el cftmulo 
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extraordinario de esperanzas depositadas cn el Gobtemo Revoluciona- 
rio, este minuto es an minato de verdadero orgullo por nuestro pueblo; 
y al lleflar a estas etapas de nuestra Revolaci6n es como para sentirse 
realm ente opHmista, como para sentirse realmente seguro, porque no 
se Ka arado en el mar. Y mAs de lo que la Revolud6n estA obteniendo 
del pueblo en respaldo y en colaboraciAn. no puede siquiera ooncebirse. 
Es posible que muchos empiecen abora a comprender la Reyolucttn 
en h>da su significaciAn y en toda su grandeza. porque incluso era 
una palabra muy en boga. muy repetida y que para muchas persona* 
no tenia sino una sicnificaciAn sonora. una idea conhisa. porque 
incluso se Ilamaba revolud6n a cualquier cosa. y cualquiera *e Uamaba 
revoludonario. Y fAcil pareda una revolud6n f y sin embargo, una 
revolud6n no es tarea fAcil. Una revoIuci6n no es un acontecimiento 
sencillo en la historia de un pueblo. Una revoludAn es un hecho 
complejo y difid! y que tiene. ademAs, Ia virtud de ser una gran 
maestro, porque nos va enseftando sobre Ia marcha. v sobre la marcha 
va fortaleciendo la conciencia del pueblo, y sobre la marcha nos va 
enseftando qu6 es una revoluci6n. Y para comenzar a darse cuenta 
de esto, es preciso que baya transcurrido un Hempo. y aunque esc 
tiempo sea breve, porque la Revoluddn Hene en el Poder apenas 14 
meses. esos 14 meses nos han enseftado mucho a todos. Y lo mfts 
sattsfactorio. es tener la seguridad y la convicddn de que la Revoluddn 
marcha bien: y marcha bien, por endma de todos los obstaculos, de 
todas las zancadillas. de todas las trampas y de todas las maniobras 
contra >11 a Y marcha. se puede dedr. un dia como hoy, cada vez 
mejor. 

Para nosotros, es decir para el pueblo, la tarea que tenia delante 
el dia Prtmero de Enero de 1959 era una tarea grande y una tarea 
dura. En aquellos momentos era la alegria. la alegria de ver romperse 
aquellas cadenas. cadenas de oprobio y de sangre. cadenas de injusHda 
y de crimen, cadenas que ahogaba a un pueblo en la humilladon y 
en la miseria y sobre todo cn la falta de esperanza. 

Era en aquellos dias primeros. la alegria general, aunque con 
una idea vaga de todo lo que teniamos por delante. La Revolucidn 
no babia cobrado forma todavia: la Revoluddn era algo asi como 
una silueta que no se definia claramente en la mente del pueblo. ” 
Revolucidn era algo asi como una esperanza. y aquella alegria posi- 
blemente nos imped ia pensar. en todo lo que teniamos que hacer 
todavia. Que el romper aquellas cadenas no signihcaba sino la opot- 
hinidad de empezar. de empezar a hacer esa obra compleja y dltidi. 
cuando teniamos por primera vez la oportunidad. despuds que 
pueblo babia estado lucbando por ella mds de m sin , 

alcanzarla. tuvimos los de la generaridn presente la fortuna de alcanzW 
esa oportunidad por primera vez en Ia historia de nuestra PaWa^ 
porque, en otras ocasiones. factores m&a poderosos que los deseos y

Moral para responder a lo* enemigos de 
nuestro pueblo, stno portrue venhnos con la veraaa en la mano. ponrae 
no le ocultamos nada a la Naci6n y porque vmnos a las ratces de los 
problem as y podemos probar basta la sadedad. frente al coro de to# 
enemigos. que la Revoluddn ba actuado correetamente, que la Revo- 
lud6n aettxa correetamente. porque bay razones que son tnebatibles. 
boy beebos que son trrefutables. bay numeros que no se pueden con- 
tradecir. Y cuando se va con la verdad de esos ntoneros. cuando se 
ya a esas realfdades. es cuando Henen que callarse la boca los ene- 
miffos de la Revolucidn. porque ellos nl Ie dijeron nunca la verdad 
al pueblo, nl buscaron jam&s remedios a nuestros males y Irente a 
cuestiones trascendentales venian con f6rmulas ridiculas e inoperantes, 
"ue no Servian m 6s que para ir prorrogando nuestros males y para ir 
productendo ese ctimulo de problem as y esa herencia negative que* 
despu£s de 50 aftos de Repiiblica. Ie ban dejado a nuestro pueblo. 
Porque cuando se ve Io que avanza una obra dia a dia. cuando se 
ve Io que ba avanzado nuestro pais en un afto, el dolor m6s prorundo 
de nosotros es pensar lo que habria sido nuestro pais si desde el 
primer momento se bubiese comenzado a bacer. no ya una obra reyo- 
ludonaria. profunda y grande como la que se est& hadendo hoy. sino 
tan siquiera una obra honesta de gobiemo. una obra medianamente 
tusta de gobiemo. porque entonces. entonces no estaria nuestro pais 
luchando contra los males con que boy Iucha y no tendriamos ante 
nuestros ojos el cuadro doloroso de Io que era nuestra Patria despues 
de 50 altos. 

Y cuando se analiza cualquier obra. bien sea solamente la cons- 
truccidn de viviendas. o los cultivos de nuestros campos, o el desarrollo 
de nuestras riquezas. o el incremento de la educaci6n. se contprende, 
cuando se ve lo que se avanza en un afto, lo que habria sido nuestro 
pais, tan rico en recursos naturales. tan rico en inteligencias. tan rico 
en pueblo; Io que habria sido boy nuestra Pahria, y no lo que es 
despu€s de baber sido victima de todos los despojos que podian 
Tnaginarse. 

Pero frente a los enemigos de la RevoIuci6n, y como argumento 
irrebatible para los que combaten la obra que la Revoluddn estd 
haciendo para resolver nuestros problemas, bastaria citar una cl™* 
una cifra que es el resultado de 50 aftos y que en realidad aqui. donde 
decian baber ensayado todos los procedimientos, aqui donde nemos 
tfenido gobiemos de todos tipos, si realmente hubiesen estado acertados, 
nosotros no babriamos recibido la herencia de esa cifra.

voy a referir al nftmero de enfermos tuberculosos que bay en nuestro 
pais sin asistencia m^dica: no me voy a referir al ntnnero de anal fa- 
betos: no me voy a referir a ninguna de esas cifras. Me voy a relerir 
solamente a la cifra de desempleados que babia en nuestro pais, 
porque es una cifra esencial, ya que todos los males se pueden derivar 
perfectamente de ese mal, de la falta de economia en un pais, de la 
falta de desarrollo en un pais, de la falta de empleo en un pais. 

Y que adem&s es la condenaciftn de todo Io que se babia hecho 
basta boy. ya que la cifra babia por si misma y porque el ser humano 
tiene que vivir de algo, y si no vive de algo, es decir de su trabajo, 
tiene que vivir de alguien, o tiene que morirse d6 hambre. 

Y la palabra “desempleado’* es la palabra m6s atroz que puede 
pronunciarse. porque es la idea de un ser bumano que dentro de la 
sociedad, porque vivimos en sociedad, no vivimos divorciados unos 
seres de otros, vivimos constituyendo una Nad6n, constituyendo un 
pueblo, para ayudamos unos a otros, y la palabra “desempleado** 
entrafta la idea de un ser bumano sin tener algo de qu6 vivir y vi6n- 
dose en la necesidad de vivir de alguien. que es una penosa y triste 
necesidad. o tener que dejar de vivir, o tener que vivir, como se vivfa 
en Cuba, como vivfan y todavfia vtven much as personas en Cuba; 
de milagro. 

Y sin embargo. iqa 6 medidas se adoptaron, qu6 remedios se 
aplicaron a esos males, m 16 soluciones ballaron los sabios que boy 
combaten a nuestra Revoluciftn. con ese saldo de desempleados que 
encontrft la Revolucidn al ilegar al Poder y que era la consecuenda 
de la vida de nuestro pais en 50 aftos? Y esa dfra, esas mismas dfras, 
bablan a favor de nosotros, por cuanto nosotros podemos demostrar 
de manera Irrebatible, que bemos ido ganando terreno en la Iucha 
contra el desempleo. en un afto tan sftlo de Gobiemo Revoludonario 
y bay dfras irrebatibles que demuestran la razftn de nuestra obra, 
frente a la herenda terrible que nos dejaron. 

Y aqui tenemos un dato estadistico sobre el nftmero m6s o menos 
exado de desempleados que babia en el mes de enero de 1959. o 
sea, cuando la Revoluddn llega al Poder. Nftmero de desempleados, 
entre desempleados y sub-empleados. es dedr. personas que trabajaban 
veinte o treinta boras a la semana, el numero de desempleados que 
nos encontramos en el pais era de 661,000, de los cuales 371.000 
carecian en absoluto de empleo. 

Es decir, que nuestra isla, rica en recursos naturales. no tenia 
manera de dar empleo en absoluto a 371.000 personas en condidones 
de trabajar. Eso nature Imente, mientras enormes extensiones de Herra, 
por ejemplo, estaban totalmente abandonadas y que ademfts eran tierra 
vedada para el que quisiera trabajar en ella. 
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Es decir, que la RevoIud6n se encuentra con este cuadro: on 
pals subdesarrollado, las reservas monet arias de la Nad6n agotadas 
virtualmente; una serie de deudas, ana serie de compromisos; las 
Cajas de Ios Seguros en quiebra; Ios buncos Ilenos de papeles; 371.000 
Ii ombres sin empleo absoluto, y 661.000 entre personas sin empleo o 
sub-empleadas : y ese fue el cuadro que encontr6 la RevoIud6n. 

Un pals, adem&s, desorganizado, resquebrajado todo el aparato 
del Estado; problemas naturales de toda RevoIuci6n, como son Ios 
desplazamientos que se producen de detenninados nucleos de la po- 
blad6n. como consecuenda natural de la lucha y de la solidaridad 
de esos nucleos con el regimen depuesto; problema de la destruction 
de la guerra, Ia desorganizad6n de la guerra; las casas quemadas. las 
milias sin sustento, las victimas de esa guerra. y adem&s, lo mas 
uificil: las dificultades que se Ie iban a presenter a Ia RevoIuri6n. 
Ios enemigos que Ie iban a surgir a Ia RevoIud6n. cuando Ia Revo- 
Iud6n se deddiera a aplicar remedio a nuestros males. 

Es dedr. que ante este cuadro. el pals estaba en el dilema o de 
intentar superarlo o resignarse a a quel I a situad6n. es decir. a dejarlo 
todo como estaba antes, porque no se trataba ya de las dificultades 
Keredadas, sino de las dincultades que iban a surgir cuando intent6- 
ramos resolver nuestros males, porque ello equivalia. predsamente, a 
Iesionar mucbos intereses, Ios intereses de Ios que se oponian al 
desarrollo de Ia Nad6n. Ios intereses que tenian estrangulada ia 
Nad6n. 

Y ese fue el cuadro. por no ser m&s amplio. porque este cuadro 
se puede ampliar en mucbos otros aspectos. tales como la circunstancia 
de que era un pueblo no preparado t6cnicamente para empezar a 
realizar esa gran tarea. Es decir. que nos teniamos que encontrar, 
cuando Ilegara Ia bora de escoger las personas competentes para la 
gran tarea a realizar, nos ibamos a encontrar de que nuestro pueblo 
no estaba preparado para esa tarea, porque nadie se encargd de eso, 
'xadie Ies brind<$ Ia oportunidad de prepararse para ello. Y en esas 
indidones fue que comenz6 Ia Revoluti6n a Ilevar adelante su obra. 
y en s6lo un afro, en s6lo un afio, Ia RevoIud6n Iogr6 redudr el 
numero de los que carecian por completo de empleo, de tresdentos 
setenta y un mil que babla en Enero del 59. a dosdentos treinta y 
siete mil en Enero del 60. Es decir, que se redujo el numero de 
desempleados aproximadamente en dento treinta y cuatro mil personas. 

Como consecuenda de ello y de Ios aumentos de ingresos en el 
salario. que trajeron consigo las medidas de reivindicaddn de los de* 
recbos de Ios trabajadores. que bablan sido burlados durante mucbos 
afios, Ia diferencia entre el total de salarios percibidos en 1958 y 1959. 
fue Ia siguiente: 

1958: $722,990,000 como total de salarios pagados. 
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1939: $1,033,538,600. Es decir, $332 millones mds en salarios 
que el afto anterior. Y Istos son datos ' estadfsticos. tornados de la 
Caja de Matemidad, es decir, que son datos comprobados en las 
diferendas de ingresos. Pero, ise resolvlan tan f&ciimente los proble- 
mas econ6micos de Ia Naddn? ^Queria decir esto que los problemas 
econ6micos de Ia Nacidn Henen una solutidn fdcil? No. Se aumen- 
taban Ios ingresos, cuando se restablecian o se concedian derecbos 
justos a Ios trabajadores. Se aumentaban Ios ingresos al aumentar el 
numero de empleos. Se aumentaban Ios ingresos al aumentar las 
obras. al aumentar Ios cultivos, al aumentar el empleo en las f&bricas; 
al suprimirse el contrabando. por ejemplo; al crearse una conciencia 
en favor de Ios productos nacionales, al abrirse f&bricas que estaban 
cerradas, al aumentar el nixmero de empleados en las f&bricas que 
estaban funcionando; al trabajar Ia semana complete en vez de un 
dia o dos dias en las industries textiles por ejemplo; al abrirse de 
nuevo las destilerias y al incrementarse Ia vida econdmica del pals. 
ZPero. Ia soIud6n consistfa precisamente en aumentar Ios ingresos? 
Al aumentar Ios ingresos, se eleva naturabnente el "standard** de vida 
de Ia familia. pero al aumentar Ios ingresos no se resuelve el problema 
econ6mico. El problema econ6mico tiene una soIuci6n no tan send Ha. 
porque como dije en una ocasl6n. en el Consejo de Ia C. T. C., si Ios 
problemas se resolvieran aumentando los ingresos por Deere to, ya 
nosotros babriamos resuelto, desde hace m&s de un afio, todos los 
problemas econdmicos de Ia Repdblica. 

El problema podia parecer as! en otros tiempos, cuando Ia verdad 
se Ie ocultaba al pueblo, cuando era una pugna de intereses, entre 
intereses que querian explotar Ios recursos de la Naddn y el trabaio 
del pueblo para su exclusivo benefido. Y durante muebo tiempo la 
Iucba era una lueba por el aumento de Ios ingresos, porque Tealmente 
no se estaba debatiendo un interns nadonal, no se estaba siguiendo 
una politico en favor de la Naddn. no se estaba afrontando resuelta- 
mente y seriamente el problema econ6mico de Ia Naddn. 

El aumentar Ios ingresos tenia sus Ilmftes, y esos Ilmites estaban 
detenninados por Ia capaddad de producd6n nadonal, por el total 
de la producd6n nadonal y el total de la producd6n nadonal esla 
determinado por el nftmero de bombres y de f&bricas trabajando. Es 
dedr, que nosotros tenemos un Ifmite de produccidn nadonal; ese 
limite es pequefio en un pais sub-desarrollado, en un pais donde hay 
m&s de medio mill6n de personas sin trabajar. Quiere dedr m6s de 
medio mill6n de personas consumiendo sin producir. En un pais sin 
Industrie no puede ser may alta Ia producd6n nadonal; en un pals 
de Iatifundioa sin cultivar no puede ser muy alta la producd6n na- 
donal. Es decir, que el mejoramiento de Ios ingresos tiene un Ihnite 
y ese limite es el total de la producd6n nadonal, y que desde luego* 
en un pais altamente desarrollado el ingreso puede alcanzar a esa 
produeddn, o sea, se puede aproarimar muebo el consumo total con

la produccihn total, pero en an pais cuyo problcma consistia precisamente 
en falta de desarrollo, cuyo problcma consistia en falta de fhbricas y 
de maquinarias para explotar sus rccursos naturales, en (alta de 
equipos para desarrollar su agriculture, en (alta de cultivos, el pro- 
blem a que se Ie planteaba, naturalmente. no era el consumir el total 
de su producd6n. sino el consumir una parte de la produce! 6n nacional 
e invertir el resto en su desarrollo. Y eso fue lo que comprendid 
perfectamente la clase obrera y comprendieron perfectamente los diri- 
gentes de la clase obrera, cuando Ie difimos cuhl era el punto dhbil 
de la RevoIuci6n. Cuando Ie dijimos cuhl era el problema fundamental 
de la RevoIuc!6n, porque si nos dejhbamos Ilevar por el engafto de 
que el “standard” de vida puede aumentarse por decreto. si nos deja- 
bamos Ilevar por la aspiraci6n a consumir tanto como produciamos o 
a consumir mhs todavia de lo que produciamos, la Revoluci6n se 
derrotaba a si misma, porque ese era precisamente el punto dhbil de 
la RevoIuci6n, y nuestro pueblo, no educado en la idea del aKorro, 
es un pueblo en el que infortunadamente muchas personas no s6lo 
consumen todo lo que producen sino que consumen mhs de lo que 
pioducen. 

Y bay personas que si ganan den, gastan dento vefnte; y si 
ganan dento veinte, gastan rifento cuarenta; y si ganan dosdentos, 

S astan dosdentos cincuenta. No es un pueblo educado eh el hhbito 
el aborro. El aborro lo badan con los mhrgenes que obtenian en 
la producd6n los empresarios y ese aborro lo manejabap * : |iu antojo. 


Eaos mhrgenes se depositaban en los, bancos, y se invertfan, pero se 
invertian en lo que etlos querian. El, aborro nacional podia ser elevado 
si sumaban todos los .miugenes, pero ese aborro no se efl£ap»in&ba 
hacia un plan, ese aborro era del donunip excbisivp.de lo^que poseian 


ese aborro y lo invertian a su antojo, d* acuerdo con sus oopveniencias, 
o sux- intereses. El interna dfl pueblo no contaba para jnada, las 
necesidades del pueblo n« oontaban para nada, el obrera ganaba su 
salario y lo gastaba y muebas veces tenia que gastar, por necesidad, 
mhs de lo que ganaba, muebas veces era victima de altos, predos 
especulativos. o era victima de los garroteros, o era victima de los altos 
alquileres, o era victima de una serie de dcplotadones como era por 
ejemplo la explotadhn del juego, una de las tantas. 

Y pi aborro. el abonu retenido y en manos de los que obtenian 
los mhrgenes, lo mismo se lo Ilevaban para el extranjero, que lo guar- 
daban* que lo invertian en comprar so lares para esperar IQ aftos, para 
esperar que el solar valiera el doble o el triple, cuando el Estado se 
gastara los recursos en hacer por alii una avenida o una carreiera, o 
lo invertian en prhstamos. o lo invertian en edifidos para cobrar alti- 
simos alquileres, que el pueblo pagaba afto tras afto, sin esperanza 
de librarse de ese otro mal. Pero el interns del pueblo no contaba 
para nada, y el Estado. por supuesto, para nada contaba. Al Estado 
Be le tenia puesto un letrerito: "probibido inmiscuirse en estos problemas . 
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El Estado estaba abf cuando Ilegaba la bora de desalojar a un infelix 
campesino. el Estado si estaba abi cuando Ilegaba la bora de Ilaraar 
a un pelot6n de soldados para disolver una mani(estad6n obrera o 
una manifestaddn de estudtantes. 

El Estado estaba abfi para garantizar intereses, para garantizar la 
Intangibilidad de los privilegios y los intereses, pero cuando se trataba 
de cuestiones econ6micas el letrerito deda: “No inmiscuirse en estas 
cuestiones econ6micas, porque el Estado no debe inmiscuirse en estas 
cuestiones econhmicas”, y tenia un Estado maniatado, un Estado que 
tenia que dejar hacer y dejar pasar sin interesarse en las cuestiones de 
interns verdadero para el pueblo, y todo lo mhs que hacia era gastar, 
o mal gastar, o despi I Farrar, o desfalcar la parte qe la produccihn na- 
cional que recibia el Estado por concepto de impuestos. 

Y esa era la situacidn de nuestro pais. De qu6 manera sin plan, 
sin que contara para nada el mterhs del pueblo, sin que Ie doliera a 
nadie los dentos de miles de personas sin trabajo, ni los obreros que 
cortaban caftas tres meses y no trabajaban mhs. ni los guajiros que 
vivian en las guaidarrayas. o a la orilla de los cammos, ni los mhos 
que se quedaban ignorantes, ni el indice de parasitismo, o el indice 
de tuberculosis, o cuaiquiera de los problemas que afectaban la vida 
de nuestros ciudadanos, sin que nadie se doliera por esos problemas, 
ni se preocupara por resolverlos. 

IQuh es lo que nos quieten decir boy? iQxxh es lo que quieren 
dedr boy (rente a la politica correcta que sigue la Revoludhn? Que 
el camino nuestro es equivocado, que el camino bueno es aquhl, el 
camino aquel en que el pueblo era victima de todas las explotaciones, 
desde la casa basta la Iuz elhctrica, o el telefono^ © cuaiquiera de los 
servidos de los cuales tenia que vivir; que el sistema bueno no era el 
sistema mediante el cual una familia se convierte, en 20 aftos, en duefta 
de su casa. sino que el sistema bueno era aquel en que estaba 30 
aftos pagando el triple, y si un dfa no tenia dinero lo eebaban a la 
calle; que el sistema bueno no es hste en que los oampos se ven 
cuitivados, en que los tractores avanzan sobre los latifundios para 
convertirlos en centres de trabajo y de riqueza para nuestro pais, sino 
que el sistema . bueno era aquhl de los guajiros en las guardarrayas y 
en los caftaverales. explotados por los intermediarios, trabajando po- 
cos meses en el afto en las tierras de nuestra rica Patria. que no es 
propiedad particular de nadie, sino que es propiedad de. la colectividad, 
es decir, del pueblo, porque cuando hablaban de Patria nadie sabia 
aqui quh querian decir. porque era una Patria en que algunos tenian, 
por ejemplo, miles de caballerias de tierra y otros no tenian ni una 
pulgada de tierra, y se queria que el concepto de Patria fuera igual 
para aquhl que para el otro. 

El sistema bueno era aquel de los latifundios, el sistema bueno 
era aquel de comprarle barato a los campesinos y venderle caro al

era aquel donde Ios hincionarios del Estado se enriquecian. y estaban 
al servicio exclusivo de intereses; donde los problemas obreros eran 
siempre resueltos a favor de esos intereses, en que Ios trabajadores no 
tenian ni siquiera el derecho de elegir a sus dirigentes, en que no 
tenian medio de defenderse de Ios abusos y de Ios atropellos que con 
ellos se cometian: que el sistema bueno era aauel del soldado sirviendo 
a Ios iatifundistas y sirviendo a Ios grandes intereses. del policfa 
exaccionando a todo el mundo, del inspector enriqueci&ndose de la 
noche a la mafiana. Y no el sistema de boy, de funcionarios bonestos. 
de soldados al servicio del pueblo, porque es el pueblo quien Ios paga 
y Ios sostiene. 

El sistema bueno era aquel de Ios campos olvidados sin escuelas, 
de Ios niftos analfabetos. Y no el de la RevoIuci6n, que se preocupa 
de convertir las fortalezas en escuelas y Hevar miles y miles de maestros a 
Ios campos. 

Que el sistema bueno era aquel de entreguismo a Ios intereses 
extranjeros, de sumisi6n ante Ios intereses extranjeTos, de un pais cuyo 
jomercio estaba Iimitado, cuyos productos no podian siquiera venderse 
en todos Ios mercados del mundo, porque se limitaba, se autolimitaba 
la posibllidad de expansion comerdal. cuando Ios pueblos no pueden 
vtvir sin comerciar unos con otros. porque unos pueblos necesitan Ios 
productos de otros pueblos, unos pueblos producer) con exceso deter- 
minados productos, que cambian por aquelfos productos que no tienen 
y que en cambio producen con exceso en otros parses. 

Que el sistema bueno era aquel en que Ie decfan al Gobiemo, 
no se inmiscuya, mien tr as todo era mtseria en la Naci6n y mtentras 
en cambio siempre se inmiscuia el Gobiemo para defender privilegios 
y para defender intereses. entonces si (lamaban al Estado. entonces si 
reclamaban la presenda de sus personeros dentro de aquel Estado, 
para defender sus intereses y privilegios, mientras trataban de probi- 
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birle al Estado que interviniera absolutamente para nada para defender 
Ios intereses del pueblo. 

No era f&cil el problema de nuestro pais, era l6gico que cada 
familia tuviera la aspiracldn de mejorar sus ingresos, pero la Revolu* 
cidn podia mejorar esos ingresos basta cierta medida. en (a medida 
en que lo permitiera la economia del pais. Y efectivamente la Revo- 
Iud6n mejor6 Ios ingresos de las familias, mejor6 Ios ingresos de cast 
todos Ios sectores del trabajo y adem&s redujo una serie de gastos de 
la familia, como el gasto de la vivienda, el gasto de la Iuz y el gasto 
de cuantos productos pudo rebajar la Revoluci&n. 

Sin embargo, quedaban otros problemas, si de repente se producfa 
un aumento de 332 millones de pesos en un afto, significaba una cosa, 
que el consumo iba a aumentar 332 millones de pesos, pero la econo- 
mia, es decir, la producciftn nadonal, era una producciftn para un 
consumo de 722 . la producd6n nadonal y Ios recursos que se gastaban 
en importadones eran para un consumo de 722 millones y de repente 
teniamos un consumo de mil millones. Eso, desde luego, no tendria 
gravedad en un pais con grandes reserves monetarias, que puede per- 
fectaraente cubrir cualquier aumento de consumo con articulos tmpor- 
tados. Pero si el problema de nosotros, adem&s de todos Ios otros, 
era que est&bamos escasos de reserves, se iba a producir un aumento 
de consumo frente a una producd6n que estaba adaptada a un consumo 
de 300 millones Inferior y hay efectivamente algunos productos ciiya 
producci6n se puede aumentar r&pidaraente. Unas f&bricas, las f&bri- 
cas de tejidos, por ejemplo, oue trabajaban un dia y dos dies a la 
seznana, para un consumo de 700 millones de pesos en salarios, 
comenzaron a trabajar tres dias, y cuatro dias, y cfnco dies y siete 
dias a la semana para ese consumo. Las f&bricas de zapatos, las 
f&bricas de cerveza, las f&bricas de mucbos productos. Hay productos 
que efectivamente se puede aumentar cast inmediatamente su produc- 
d6n; bay productos agricolas que pueden tardar un poco m&s, pueden 
tardar, por ejemplo, un afto, y asi tenemos el caso del arroz. cuyo 
aumento, que se produjo en un afto, fue de un mill6n y medio de 
quin tales, aunque a su vez se babia producido un aumento en el 
consumo de casi un milfon de quintales. Es decir. que ese millftn y 
medio sftlo servia para cubrir aproximadamente 500 mil quintales de 
los cuatro millones que import &bamos. 

Hay otros productos que sin embargo no se pueden aumentar de 
un afto para otro. Tenemos un caso: el de la leche. Si bay una 
producd6n de Iecbe adaptada a un consumo de 700 millones en 
salarios, puede resultar insuficiente para on consumo de mil millones, 
y no es un artfculo cuyo aumento se puede producir, se pueda lograx 
r&pidamente. porque requiere un periodo de tiempo mayor. Es decir. 
que al aumentar el empleo en el pais, al aumentar, por tan to, la 
capacidad de consumo en el pueblo, teniamos que confrontar dificul- 
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tades, diffcultades con Ios productos nacionaJes, cuyo aumento en la 
producci6n no se podia Iograr de la nocke a la mafiana, y dificultades 
con los productos de hnportaci6n, porque nosotros tenemos por delante 
la tarea fundamental de industrializar el pafs, y por tan to. tenemos 
que akorrar divisas. Si el proklema Io resolvemos gastando nuestras 
divisas en articulos de consumo, pues la Rep&blica estarfa perdida. 
ya que kay que akorrar esas divisas para inverHrlas en las maquinarias 
que tenemos que importar. Y ese fue un proklema true comenz6 a 
comprender el pueklo. Es decir, que al aumentar el empleo y al 
aumentar los ingresos. se producia un aumento de consumo. m&s el 
aumento de la producci6n no se podia Iograr en todos los renglones 
f de la nocke a la mafiana por un lado, y por otro Iado. teniamos que 

• akorrar para invertir nuestras di visas, Fue asi como un dia nos diri- 

gimos a los dirigentes de los trakajadores y les explicamos todos estos 
proklemas. Les explicamos el proklema del aumento de los ingresos, 
que no era una cuesttfn que pudiera Iograrse por decreto. Les expli- 
camos. incluso. que con las medidas de control adoptadas en el Banco 
Narional, la parte de margen que se deposita en los kancos forma 
parte del akorro nacional. porque ese akorro no puede trasladarse al 
extranfero ya que como akorro del pais deke permanecer en el pafs. 
es decir. que incluso. Io& m&rgenes que se Iograkan en determinadas 
empresas se podfan computar como akorro nacional, porque ese dinero 
no podia ser trasladado del pais y que como tal akorro nacional forma 
parte de los recur sos que la naci6n puede invertir para su desarrollo. 
Es decir, que el akorro nacional no est& ya en manos, a disposicidn 
del capricko o del interns de sus poseedores; el akorro nacional es 
eso: akorro nacional y se tiene que invertir de acuerdo con los intereses 
de la Naci6n. Y las divisas. , . las divisas no se pueden disponer a 
capricko de ellas. las divisas son tamki6n patrimonio nacional y kay 
que invertirlas de acuerdo con los intereses nacionales. L Cu&ndo IIeg6 
el momento de akorrar divisas qu& kicimos? Nosotros no sacrificamos 
la materih prima de las f&kricas, nosotros no sacrificamos los alimentos 
del pueklo. Nosotros sacrificamos los gastos innecesarios. Ios gastos 
de lujo. es decir, que el akorro de divisas no se kacia a costa del 
pueklo. el akorro de divisas se kacia a costa de Ios articulos suntuarios. 
El akorro de divisas se kacia a costa de Ios gastos innecesarios. El 
pueklo no ka tenido que sufrir aksolutamente nada por la polftica de 
akorro de divisas, porque cuando IIeg6 el momento de akorrar divisas, 
no las akorramos a costa del pueklo. las kemos akorrado a costa de 
Ios que gastakan en Iujos, en paseos, en cuestiones suntuarias, no 
indispensakles. 

Fue asi, de la explicaci6n y de la comprensi6n de estos proklemas 
que comenzaron a surgir soluciones de pueklo, a Ios proklemas eco- 
n6micos del pais. Para que un pais se industrialice. kace falta Io que 
se llama capital. Capital es sencillamente las inversiones. ios gastos 
que kay que kacer, kien en maquinaria. kien en trakajo para explotar 
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Ios recursos de una Naci6n. Ese capital si no Io tiene el pafs, tiene 
que oktenerlo: kien akorrando. es decir. de Io que produce akorrar 
una parte. No importar m&s de Io que exporta, que era Io que estaka 
pasando aqui que era otro mat. Era un pueblo acostumkrado a im- 
portar ra&s de Io que exportaka y Io podia kacer porque tenia quinientos 
millones de reservas. Y si todos Ios aftos importaka dncuenta o den 
millones m&s de Io que exportaka. disminuian aquellas reservas. 

Pero cuando la RevoIud6n Ilega al Poder, ya las reservas no 
podfan disminuir m&s y teniamos un pueklo kabituado a un consumo 
de hnportad6n mayor de Io que exportaka. En esa situad6n un pais, 
cuando tiene que invertir. tiene o que akorrar. o tiene que reciblr 
capital del extranjero. Akora kien. Zcu&l era la tesis que se podia 
oponer a la tesis nuestra de akorrar y de akorrar sokre todo nuestras 
divisas, para desarrollar nuestra industria propia? pues se establecia 
la tesis de la bnportaci6n de capital privado. Cuando se trata de 
capital privado nadonal. pues el capital est& akf eh el pais, pero 
cuando se trata de la importad6n. porque si se necesitan capitales y 
la f6rmula de soIuci6n que se aconseja es la tnverswSn de capital 
privado. tenemos esta situaci6n: el capital privado extranjero no se 
mueve por generosidad. no se mueve por un acto de noble caridad. 
no se mueve ni se moviliza por el deseo de ayudar a Ios pueblos. El 
capital privado extranjero se moviliza por el deseo de ayudarse a sf 
mismo. El capital privado extranjero es el capital que sobra en un 
pais y se traslada a otro pais, donde Ios salarios sean m&s kajos, las 
condiciones de vida, la materia prima sean m&s karatas, para obtener 
mayo res ganancias. Lo que mueve el capital de inversi6n privada 
extranjera no es la generosidad stno la gananda y la tesis que se 
kabia defendido siempre aqui era de garantia al capital privado de 
inversi6n, para resolver Ios problemas de indus trial tzacidn. 

Pero iqu& resultaka? El capital privado de inversi6n no va allf 
donde m&s se Ie necesita, sino que va alii donde puede obtener ma- 
yores ganancias. El capital privado de inversidn extranjera pide 
condiciones. Y, lustedes saken cu&Ies son esas condidones? ZUstedes 
saken que la primera condicion que piden es el derecko a despedir a 
Ios trakajadores, porque ellos entienden que el derecko de Ios traka- 
jadores a la permanenda y al amparo en el trakajo van contra las 
condidones ideales del capital de inversi6n, porque ellos entienden 
que si en un momento dado pueden obtener m&s ganancia desplazando 
okreros. Io que les conviene es desplazar obreros y Io primero oue 
piden es el derecko a despedir a Ios obreros, Io primero que piden 
son kajos salarios? O sea, que Io que se Ilaman condidones y garantias 
al capital privado extranjero de inversidn, son condiciones leoninas 
para Ios trakajadores, porque como se ven con el capital en las manos, 
saken que un pais Io necesita. las condiciones las ponen ellos y las 
condidones van en detrimento de los trakajadores. Esc en primer 
Iugar. 
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En segundo Iugar, porque boscan ganandas, ganandas para 
amorttzar cf capital invertido. para amortizar los intereses de esc capital 
y para obtener margen ademfts, y para estar extrayendo el jugo de 
tm pais indeftnidamente, porque no tiene limites. 

Luego, ic6mo se concebfa que ana Revoluci6n se pusiera a espe- 
rar la soludftn del capital privado extranfero de inversiftn?; Lcdmo se 
concebfa que ana RevoIuci6n que surgiera rervindicando los derecKos 
de los trabajadores. que surgiera garantizando esos derecKos de los 
trabajadores que Habfan estado conculcados durante mucbos aftos, 
fueran a ponerse a esperar la soIuci6n del problema del capital privado 
extranfero de inversiftn, que va donde m&s Ie interesa, que se invierte 
en aquellos artfculos, no que sean los mfts necesarios para el pafs, 
I sino los que mfts ganandas le permita? Luego la Revoluci6n no podia 
escoger ese camino, ese era un cam in o colonial, ese era un camino de 
expIotaci6n. AJ pueblo se lo habfan repetido mil veces. diez mil veces. 
un mill6n de veces, garantfas al capital privado de inversiftn, para 
resolver el problema, y eso era lo que Ie habfan repetido al pueblo 
como una soludftn. Pero £es que acaso no tuvieron las garantfas 
durante cincuenta aftos, es que acaso no ban tenido esas garantfas 
en casi todos los pueblos del Continente Americano, y es que acaso 
ban resuelto los tremendos problemas en esos pueblos, es que han 
resuelto los problemas del desempleo, es que han resuelto los problemas 
de la educaci6n, es que han resuelto los problemas de la salubridad, 
es que han enriquecido los pueblos? iQuft soluciones han aportado 
en cincuenta aftos? £Quft soIuci6n, como no sea este saldo de seis- 
den to s sesenta y un mil desempleados, sin contar el saldo de desem- 
pleados en todos los pafses sub-desarrollados de America Latina? 

£Cftmo se concebfa que una Revolud6n fuera a fiar sus esperanzas 
de soludftn del problema, en soluciones que no habfan resuelto nada 
en cincuenta aftos, en soludones que iban a pedir precisamente con- 
diciones que eran onerosas para los trabajadores del pais? iCdmo 
podia ser ftse el camino? Y si ftse no podia ser el camino, pues nosotros 
teniamos que escoger otro camino. Teniamos o el camino de resignar* 
10 s a la vida de ayer, a la vida de siempre, o teniamos que escoger 
un camino de solucion verdadera de nuestros problemas. de solud6n 
definitiva. 

Si la Revoludftn se resignaba al pasado, no tenia problemas con 
esos intereses, no tenia problemas con esos privilegios, no habria 
problemas con ningun latifundista, con ninguna compania poderosa 
extrmrijera que tiene miles y miles de caballerfas; no tendria problemas 
con los “trusts’ que explotan los servicios publicos, no tendrfa pro- 
blemas con las explotaciones mineras que se Ilevan nuestra materia 
prima sin pagar siquiera impuestos; no tendriamos problemas con los 
productores de esos artfculos que importamos, ya que el camino habria 
sido el de seguir importando; si nos resignftbamos al pasado, no habria 
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soludftn. No seria tampoco una Revoludftn y habfa que escoger entre 
la resignaciftn o la Revoludftn. 

La resigned 6n no podia ser el camino porque para resignarse con 
todo el pasado no murieron veinte mil cubanos, para resignarse con 
el pasado no se han sacrificado muchas generadones. Si queriamos 
darle tierras a los campesinos, si queriamos producir aquf los artfculos 
que podemos producir en vez de ftnportarlos; si queriamos vender 
nuestros productos en todos los mercados del mundo, si queriamos 
proteger la industria nadonal; si queriamos proteger nuestras reservas, 
si queriamos defender al pueblo, pues tendriamos que afrontar los 
problemas. Era un camino de problemas, con los enemigos de nuestro. 
pueblo, pero era el unico camino revoludonario, la otra fftrmula seria 
el camino de arreglos con los intereses contrarios al progreso de nuestro 
pafs, pero un camino de traidftn al pueblo y nosotros no podfamos 
escoger el camino de la traidftn al pueblo. Teniamop que escoger no 
el camino f&cil de los gobemantes de ayer; teniamos que escoger el 
camino riesgoso, el camino diffdl, el camino duro, pero el ftnico 
camino correcto y los unicos caminos por donde los pueblos pueden 
progresar y pueden conquistar una verdadera feliddatd, y pueden 
encontrar verdaderas soludones a sus problemas. 

Nosotros teniamos que enfrentamos a esos intereses, no fbamos a 
esperar que esos Intereses vinieran a resolvemos nuestros problemas. 
Nosotros, para resolver nuestros problemas. teniamos que enfrentamos 
a esos intereses, y teniamos que afrontar las consecuendas de esas 
medidas que tomftsemos, luego no habfa altemativa. la Revoludftn 
sigue el camino verdadero. La Revoludftn no le decia al pueblo; " gasta 
m&s de lo que consumes”, “consume m&s que lo que produces . No 
importa, quft vendrftn capitales extranferos a convertirte en un esclavo. 
Nosotros le deefamos al pueblo, no esperes tu soludftn de los capitales 
extranjeros ”. Consume menos de lo que produzcas. Ahorra para poder 
invertir, porque si. el dinero no puede esperarse de fuera; el dinero hay 
que sacarlo de aqui. el dinero hay que ahorrarlo; el dinero tiene que 
salir de la producdftn nadonal, de esa parte de la producdftn nadonal, 
que en vez de gastarla la vamos a invertir. Es decir, que en vez de 
comemos las den libras de granos producidos, vamos a gastar 90 libras 
y vamos a invertir diez. No podemos consumir todas las libras, porque 
sino, no podemos sembrar. sino. no podemos desarrollamos. sino, no 
podemos darle trabajo a los que est&n sin trabajo, sino. no podremos 
elevar el “standard” de vida del pueblo. 

Y ese era el ftnico camino correcto de un pueblo que quisiera 
libercdizarse. Y si viene capital extranfero, no es capital de inversiftn 
extranjeTa, es capital que se entrega a la Nadftn. para que la Nadftn 
lo invierta. para que las industries sean de la Nadftn; y la Nadftn 
pague con su producdftn; pero que las empresa s sean nacionales, el 
pais no tenga que estar dependiendo de la voluntad de amos extran- 
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jeros. Que el axno dc sus riqoezas tea el pais, porque no se condbe on 
pais llbre, cuya eoonomia es eoonomia de extranjeros. 

Porque quieren mandar no solamente en la economfa, sino que 
entonces quieren tambten mandar en la politica, y quieten mandar 
en todos los aspectos de la vida del pais. 

Lo que nos aconsejaban los detractores de la RevoIuci6n y los 
reacdonarios era la polfttca de entregar la economfa en manos extran- 
jeras, para que la Patria tuviera amos extran jeros; para que la felid- 
dad del pueblo, la seguridad del pueblo, el “standard” de vida del 
pueblo, estuvieran no a merced de los brazos del pueblo, no a merced 
de la voluntad del pueblo, sino a merced de la voluntad omnipotente 
de los amos extran jeros de nuestra economfa. y el camino ese, anttna- 
4 onal era el camino que proponfan los reacdonarios. Y nos critican 
‘ nosostros, critican a la RevoIud6n, porque no escogi6 ese camino 
ue buscar amos extran jeros a la eoonomia, sino de buscar un camino 
que condujese a la Nad6n al pleno dominio de sus recursos naturales 
y de sus riquezas. 

Y en estas cuestiones no caben t&rminos medios y el pueblo lo 
comprendi6. o £qui£n lo duda? iQui&n duda que el pueblo comprendi6 
cabalmente estas verdades. si apenas comenzaron a ser evidentes en 
la condenda de la Nad6n. surgid la inidativa de los propios trabaja- 
dores de entregar un parte de sus salarios? 

Surge el gesto, no de los que tenfian m&s; surge el gesto por parte 
de los que tenian menos. Surge el gesto por parte de los trabajaaores, 
de privarse moment&neamente de una parte de sus Ingresos para inver- 
tirlos. es dedr. que en vez de consumir el 100% de sus salarios, dispo~ 
nen del 96% de ese salario y guardan un 4%. y se lo entregan a la 
Nad6n, para que la Nad&n desarrolle sus riquezas, para que la Patria 
no tenga amos extranjeros. para que la economfa est£ en manos de 
los cubanos, para que la felfddaa no dependa de las voluntades de 
los extranjeros, sino de la voluntad de nuestro pro pi o pueblo, cada 
obrero dispone y entrega a la RevoIud6n de cuatro centavos por cada 
^eso que gana. Le quita a su familia. y le quita a sus bijos esos cuatro 
itavos en aras de la Iiberad6n de la Patria, en aras del desarrollo 
, los recursos de la Nad6n, con el esfuerzo de la Nad6n y con el 
aborro de la Naddn. Y eso es lo que tiene de verdaderamente emocio- 
nante y lo que tiene de extraordinario este gesto de los trabajadores 
porque no es una medida que el Gobiemo hnponga al pueblo, no es 
una medida que el Estado hnponga a los trabajadores, sino que es 
una medida que surge espont&neamente de los propios trabajadores. Els 
decir, que un gobiemo no democrAtico, le babrfa impuesto a los traba- 
jadores esta medida. Nosotros bemos defendido con Iealtad y con 
patriotismo los intereses de nuestro pueblo y los intereses de los traba- 
jadores y los trabajadores, sencillamente, ban respondido a esa actitud, 
y espont&neamente ban adoptado un gesto que nosotros podemos 
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exbibir con verdadero orgullo ante todo el mundo. porque estoy seguro 
de que nuestra RevoIud6n tiene el privilegto de poder contar en su 
baber con un respaldo semejante y con un gesto semejante que es on 
gesto unico de que sea el propio pueblo el que se quite una parte de 
lo que tiene para entregarlo a la nad6n, que sea la parte del pueblo 
que menos tiene la que se quite una parte de lo que tiene para entare- 
garla a la naci6n. 

£Qu6 quiere dedr eso sino patriotismo? lQu6 quiere decir eso 
sino condencia revoludonaria? ZQu& quiere decir eso sino que conta- 
mos con un magnifico. con un extraordinario pueblo? IQue quiere dedr 
eso sino que Cuba tiene derecbo a esperar su triunfo, de que Cuba 
tiene el m&s legfthno de los derecbos a albergar la seguridad de su 
triunfo porque cuenta con un pueblo semejante! iPodria hacerse esto 
si el pueblo no lo comprendiera? iPodria Kacerse esto si el pueblo no 
l uv ier a condenda de esta verdad, si el pueblo no tuviera concienda 
de sus deberes? iPodria lograrse esto si el pueblo, carente de condenda 
revoludonaria y carente de espfritu de sacrilido, tuviera por aspiradAn 
aumentar sus mejoras, gastar m&s y no la disposiddn de sacrificarse? 
ISc podrfa seguir adelante si no se contara con un pueblo semejante? 
£Cu&I serfa el destino de un pueblo que no comprendiera esto? Serfa 
el fracaso, serfa el regreso al pasado, serfa la agravad6n de sus males, 
serfa una sumisi&n mayor a los amos extranjeros de nuestra economfa. 
Y iqu6 quiere decir que el pueblo comprenda esto? iQu6 quiere dedr 
que el pueblo tenga esa disposiddn de sacrilido?, sino que el pueblo 
tiene derecbo a esperar el triunfo, porque se triunfa cuando se bace lo 
necesario para triunfar, se triunfa cuando se adoptan las medidas 
necesarias para triunfar. 

Se triunfa cuando se toma el camino verdadero. £Y va a ser un 
sacrifido que no recibir& compesad6n ? Ser& on sacrifido que reciba las 
mayores compensadones.

La satisfacd6n que experimenta cualquiera de nuestros condudadanos 
cuando se desprende de una parte de sus ingresos o se desprende de un 
dia de baber para ayudar a la Reforma Agraria es una satisfacci6n que 
no puede compararse con ninguna satisfacd6n material. La sattsfac- 
d6n de un trabajador cuando otro dia se quita otra parte de su salario 
para ayudar a defender la soberania nacional, para comprar arm as y 
aviones. es una satis facridn que no puede compararse con ninguna 
satisfacdAn material. Tal vez ese dfa dej6 de ir al dne. tal vez ese dia 
dej6 de comprarse algo, tal vez privd a los suyos de algun detalle, 
pero el sacrifido pas6 y en cambio la satisfacddn, la satisfacddn moral 
de haber becbo una acd6n noble, de ver los frutos de esa acci6n, es 
una satisfacdAn que no desaparece y que compensa con creces cualquier 
sacrifido.

En la misma medida en que nos industrialicemos. en la misma medida 
en que cultivemos nuestros campos con las tdcnicas mis modemas. en 
la misma medida en que construyamos represas, en que reguemoa nues- 
tros cultivos, en que plantemos las mejores variedades, en la misma 
medida en que nuestras fdbricas sean mds modemas y el rendimiento 
sea mayor, en la misma medida en que el ejdrdto de desempleados, que 
hoy consumen y sin embargo no producen, entren a produdr, se elevard 
d “standard” de vida de todo el pueblo y cuando los trabajadores o 
as f ami lias se pregun ten cudles son las causas por las que no tienen 
mds ingresos, cudles son las causas, por qud en su casa no pueden 
gastar mds todos los meses, la respuesta es una sola: la causa es la 
falta de desarrollo econ6mico. La causa es la falta de producci6n. ya 
que no se puede disfrutar de lo que no existe. no se puede disfrutar de 
lo que no existe. no se puede disfrutar de lo que no se produce, y cada 
vez que la familia piense a qud se deben sus limitaciones, la unica 
respuesta es que hoy esas limitaciones se deben a la falta de desarrollo 
econdmico de nuestro pais, a la falta de producci6n, al hecho de que 
haya tantos cientos de miles de personas sin trabajo, al hecho de que 
no tengamos industrias, al hecho de que tengamos que import ar los 
articulos manufacturados del extranjero, en vez de producirlos aouf, 
y que el camino para ir elevando el “standard** de vida de la familia, 
el ftnico camino posible, es el camino que eleve la producci6n nadonal, 
y en la misma medida en que se industrials el pais, esta generaridn 
redbird los frutos de ese sacrifido que estd hadendo hoy. 

Pero no se limitary a redbir dl los beneficios derivados del aumento 
de ingresos. Los hijos estardn garantizando un “standard” de vida 
m 6s alto del que hemos tenido nosotros. Los hijos de nuestras families 
estardn garantizando una existencia mejor que la que hemos tenido 
osotros. 

Pero no se limita a eso el benefido material. Ese dinero que hoy 
se entrega. ese dinero se reintegra y se reintegra con interns, y con 
intereses altos. dPor qud se pagan altos intereses? Porque se le van 
a pa gar intereses al pueblo; no se le va a pagar interns a un seftor 
que posea muchos millones, se le va a pagar un interns del siete y 
medio, interns compuesto, al ano, que permite duplicar en diez veces 
cualquier cantidad, y cuadruplicarla en veinte alios, se le va a pagar 
al pueblo.

Es dedr, que esta generaddn, que hace este sacrifido. recibird 
una tercera compensad6n. que es el reintegro con interns. Es lo que 
se ahorra hoy para aumentar la producddn y disfrutarlo el dia de 
maftana. 

iY en qu i se van a invertir esos coarenta millones el primer afto? 
Los trabaiadores necesitan saber en qu6 se va a invertir precisamente, 
en qud fdbricas se van a invertir. Y aquf varios compafteros han estado 
trabajando durante muchos dfas en la confecddn de este primer plan 
Es el primer plancito de industrializad6n del Oobiemo Revoludonario. 
Y aquf en este plan pequeno, estdn las industrias y la cantidad en 
que se van a invertir los cuarenta millones de los trabajadores. Se ha 
tratado de indagar si le corresponden utilidades, y es que confunden, 
con fun den la cosa, porque creen que el trabajador se vuelve como un 
acdonista absentista de esas compailias, que estdn acostumbrados a 
ver aquf. No seftor, el trabajador no se vuelve accionista absentista.

mucho? No, sertor. aquf corremos los riesgos parejos, es dedr, las 
ganancias pare j as. 

Nosotros establecemos diez fdbricas, si una rinde mucho, deja 
mucho margen y otra deja poco, lahl, pues no le vamos a pagar a 
determinado numero de los que aportaron su dinero mds y a deter- 
minado numero le vamos a pagar menos, porque esto no es cuestidn 
de suerte, la inversidn es total y los recursos son de la Naddn, el 
obrero no va a correr el riesgo aquf de invertir para ver si tiene la 
suerte. No, seftor, el Estado le garantiza su interds, su utilidad. que 
posiblemente no haya companies que den esas utilidades que van a 
perdbir los obreros de la Nadon. No, porque las fdbricas anden, sino 
de los recursos de la Nad6n y la Nad6n se lo podrd dar en la misma 
medida en que desarrolle su riqueza, porque ese dinero se multiplica, 
esa riqueza se multiplica y se le puede devolver como justa compen- 
sacidn del sacrifido que ha hecho hoy.

Estas 
f&bricas van a pertenecer al “Pueblo Company , S. A.” Son industrial 
del pueblo, son industries del pueblo, donde todo el pueblo va a i 

contribuir. Ios niftos, porque Ios bifos de Ios tr aba j adores est&n poniendo 
su parte el centavito que le iba a tocar de esos cuatro centavos, pues 
tambten &I Io va a contribuir aquf a la industrializaci6n. 

Y el pueblo redbir& Ios beneficios, porque el Estado ipara qu& 
quiere utilidades? El Estado no es una compafifa. el Estado no es 
un patr6n, el Estado, £para qu& quiere utilidades? El Estado no tiene 
i bolsillo, el Estado no tiene cuenta bancaria. 

El dinero de un particular se guarda en an Banco y &I Io gasta 
por ahi. pero los ingresos del Estado se gastan en bospitales, se gastan 
en pa gar maestros. se gastan en las Universidades, se gastan en todos 
Ios servicios ptiblicos que presta el Estado, se gastan en Ios caminos, 
en las carreteras, cn las unidades sanitaria*. en Ios medicos. El Estado 
no tiene ni cuenta particular, ni bolsillo, el Estado no guarda nada. 

Y abora el Estado Revolucionario no roba nadcL Si alguno desgra- 
ciadamente no se da cuenta de los tiempos que estamos viviendo y 
roba, lab I. pues para eso est&n Ios Tribunales Revoludonarios. 

El Estado, todos sus recarsos, son Ios recursos del pueblo, el 
Estado Ileva la contabilidad y dirige Ios gastos de Ios recursos que se 
disponen, y cada centavo que el Estado percibe por impuestos, que son 
una parte de la producci6n nacional, Io invierte en satisfacer las nece- 
sidades del pueblo. OfaI& tuviera mucbo dinero el Estado para que 
pudiera atender todas las necesidades que bay de bospitales, en fin 
muchas de las necesidades que tendremos que esperar aftos en poder 
satisfacer, porque abora estos 40 millones no Ios podemos invertir en 
bacer parques; esto bay que invertirlo en industries, predsamente, por- 
que nuestro problema es el problema del desarrollo. 

iEn qu& se van a invertir estos 40 millones? Se van a invertir en 
Ios siguientes renglones industriales: primero, en industrias agropecua- 
rias.

F&bri- 
cas de pienso: 1 mill6n 720 mil pesos, seiscientos obreros. Materias 
primas de pienso, guarapo desbidratado: 200 mil pesos y empleo para 
mil seisdentos obreros. 
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Total en industrias agropecuarias: 16 millones 6 mil pesos, con 
empleo para 2,874 obreros. 

Segundo: En industrias mineras: Pro grama de manganeso, mine- 
ral sintettzado del 48%: 500 mil pesos. Empleo m&ximo 947 obreros. 

Pro grama de cobre, mineral concentrado de 50%: 3 millones 360 
mil pesos, empleo: 1,273 obreros. Totales: 2,220 obreros. 

Industrias textiles de bilados. Una planta en Matanzas de 4 
millones 600 mil pesos; 539 obreros. Una planta en La Habana: 

3 millones 700 mil pesos; 431 obreros. Una planta en Oriente: 4 mi- 
llones 600 mil pesos: 539 obreros. Tefidos, una planta en Matanzas: 
2 millones de pesos; 272 obreros. Una planta en La Habana: 1 mill6n 
450 mil pesos; 191 obreros. 

Una planta en Oriente: dos millones de pesos; 272 obreros. Total: 
2,244 obreros en las industrias textiles y una inversi6n de 22 millones 
setedentos dncuenta mil pesos. Entre industrias agropecuarias, indus- 
trias mineras e industrias textiles hacen un total de cuarenta millones 
de pesos. Y estos cuarenta millones est&n dentro de un plan mayor, 
que comprende dnco ram as industriales: son la mendonada agro- 
pecuaria, qufmica, siderometaltirgica, minero y textil. lnvirti&ndose 
en este plan total que comprende Ios tres renglones, en Ios cuales se 
van a invertir ios cuarenta millones de pesos y otros dos renglones, el 
qufmico y el siderometaltirgico estar& distribuido de la siguiente forma:

Total del plan a realizar por el Institute 
Nadonal de Reforma Agraria, en industria en Ios pr6ximos doce meses 
son: un total, una inversi6n total de 131 millones 846 mil pesos, para 
dar empleo directamente a 12,770 obreros. Estas industrias estar&n 
distribuidas por todo el pais, de acuerdo con la IocaIizad6n de la 
materia prana y las necesidades de cada regi6n, ser&n bien distribuidas 
con la mejor equidad. Y signified una inversion de 151 millones 680 
mil pesos, casi 152 millones de pesos. 

Abora, icu&ntas divisas tenemos que gastar? Porque una parte 
la pagamos con dinero nacional, construcciones, una serie de gastos, 
pero bay un gasto de divisas en importaci6n de 98 millones 323 mil 
pesos: es dear, que en este pro grama, el primer “plandto’’ industrial 
del Gobiemo Revolucionario nos costar&, 98 millones en divisas. Esas 
son las divisas que el compaftero Guevara est& aborrando en el Banco 
Nadonal Asf que. cuando ustedes oigan que algfin articulo suntuario 
no est& en el mercado, y oigan algunas quejas de Ios que basta abora 
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ban disfrutado de esos artfculos suntuarios. es sencillamente que esta- 
mos aHorrando dfvisas para industrializar al pais. En este pro grama 
y este es el pro grama parte de otros planes que comprenden industrias 
como la refinerfa y fa metal&rgica, ana planta de fundid6n y de 
procesamiento de Hierro, para producir acero. que son m&s costosas y 
aue son las que vamos a proyectar y a establecer. con Ios cien mlllones 
de cr&dito de la Uni6n Sovi£tica, en Ios proyectos de esa industria. 
Pero no estar&n, estas industries que yo les mencion£ de 132 millones. 
tardar&n m&s o menos un afto, de doce a catorce meses. en estar 
funcionando. Las otras tardar&n m&s tiempo, porque se tarda m&s 
tiempo en estudiarse. hacerse las investigaciones pertinentes de Ios 
^ vacimientos y construirlas. Esto es de nuestros , *anorritos M , de nues- 
\ ros ahonitos . aparte de Ios crddltos que podamos movilizar. porque 
no podemos conformamos con eso s6lo. no, tenemos que tratar de inver- 
ttr cada vez m&s por afto, a medida que aumente nuestra producddn 
y nuestra riqueza, invert Ir cada vez mds por afto. Este es el primer 
plan, con nuestros exclustvos aHorros del pueblo, de Ios recursos que 
pueda movilizar el INRA para este Plan Industrial, que signified cerca 
de 13 mil oHreros direct amente , pero que signified cerca de 40 mil 
obreros indirectamente. 

No es empleo solamente. porque ahora viene todo, el transporte, 
produeddn de materia prima. Una planta de extraer aceite puede 
emplear 23 obreros. pero son miles de personas las que trabafan pro- 
dudendo la materia prima para el aceite, y cultivando Ios campos, y 
transportando y almacenando y distribuyendo esos productos. Ade- 
mds. una hilanderfa puede producir empleo para 300 6 400 6 500 
personas, pero trabafan miles de personas en Ios cultivos del algoddn. 
en las empacadoras del algoddn, en Ios almacenes, en el transporte. 
Es dedr, estd el empleo directo y despuls viene el empleo indirecto, y 
hay que aftadir. ademds, el aumento de consumo que obllga a mayor 
producci6n en otras f&bricas, de cigarros o determinados productos, 
porque son consumidores y van a obligar al aumento de empleo en 
*as fdbricas. 

Este es el Plan Industrial del Instituto Nadonal de la Reforma 
Agraria este afto. que, ademds. tiene un Plan Agricola de otros 130 
millones de pesos. 

Todas las industrias tienen un orden. Se van estudiando de 
acuerdo con las necesidades mds importantes, y todas estas industrias 
aborran articulos de importacidn. Asi aue todas las industrias se van 
estudiando, de acuerdo con el orden de las necesidades, no es el caprf- 
cho de nadie. A veces ocurre que no se ponen de acuerdo. y se ponen 
cinco fdbricas de las mismas cosas. se despilfarra el dinero. LC6 mo 
nosotros vamos a despilfarrar el dinero? Nosotros lo que tenemos que 
Hacer. es que lo que tenemos, irlo invirtiendo bien, por orden de im- 
portancia. de acuerdo con las necesidades. 


Y en la Agriculture, que va Haber un empleo extraordinario. y ya 
Hay mucHas zonas de Cuba, en el campo. se Ha acabado el desempleo. 
Se va trabajando, ademds. en represas para regadio. desecasidn de la 
Cidnaga de Zapata, en fin. No estdn aqui incluidas las inversiones 
en las playas pdblicas y en Ios centros turisticos. no estdn incluidas 
las inversiones en viviendas, no estdn incluidas las inversiones en 
obras publicas. no estdn incluidas las inversiones en escuelas. 

Es decir. que ya esto es el primer paso de avance Hacia la indus- 
trial izaci6n. que como muy bien dijo el campaftero David Salvador, 
se Habia dado el "grtto de industralizar el pais” en este 24 de febrero. 

Entre la agricultura y la industria. se tnvertirdn 300 millones. 
Esta es la batalla por desarrollar econ6micamente nuestro pais y re- 
solver Ios males. Claro estd que no es un camino fdcil; ustedes saben 
que nos amenazan, ustedes saben que se Habia de represalias econd- 
micas. ustedes saben que se Habia de maniobras, de quitamos cuota, 
etc., etc., mientras nosotros tratamos de vender nuestros productos, de 
desarrollar nuestra economia y vender nuestros productos.

pueblos puedan ayudar a otros, pero jam&s nnos pueblos explotar 
a otros. 

Esa es sencillamente la esencia del esfuerzo revoludonario, esa 
es la raz6n de ser de la Revoluciin, que no tiene que reproctarse de 
nada. Puede tener errores. no es omnisciente la Revoludin, n! Ios 
bombres. No son sabios Ios dirigentes de la Revoluddn, son como 
todos los dem&s, bombres que se esfuerzan por acertar y por bacer 
blen las cosas; por cumplir su deber en el puesto que a cada coal 
Ka correspondido.

\)ur Government has considered carefully the statements made yesterday by His Excellency, 
the President of the United States, Mr. Dwight D. Eisenhower, concerning our country, and has thought 
it timely to make the following comments: 


Firsts 

Our Government regrets the progressive deterioration of our relations with the Government 
of the United States, and believes that this deterioration is a direct consequence of the lack of understan- 
ding shown in regard to the progress and objectives of the Cuban Revolution, which responds to the 
fundamental ideals and aspirations of our people, as well as of the aggravations inflicted on our Nation, 
which have so profoundly wounded the patriotic sentiments of Cubans. 

Cuba has been abused on many occasions by statements uttered by legislators of the United 
States who even threatened our sovereignty, and by other high officials of the United States Government, 
such as that recendy made by an Admiral in active service, in which he spoke of the possibility of an 
occupation of the North american naval base at Guantanamo by another foreign power, with all the 
implications which such a statement carries, and those expressed by Vice-President Nixon, on the 16th 
of this month, in which the possibility of an economic aggression against our country was insinuated. 
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Our territory has been bombed on various occasions, in an unheard of manner, as in the cases 
of the sugar mills "Punta Alegre” and "Niagara”, and, more recently, our cane plantations, by 
aircraft which, according to all rational indications, appear to have come from N orthamerican territory, 
to say nothing of the airborne incursion over the dty of Havana with its numerous innocent victims, 
carried out by a deserter from the Cuban Air Force, who, in spite of having used aircraft based in 
United State’s territory, is still free in that country and has been officially questioned about the inter- 
nal situation of oqr country before a congressional sub-committee of the United States. 

An additional factor contributing to the deterioration of these relations is the intensive press 
campaign launched in the United States, in which the real content of the Cuban Revolution is denatured 
and its most prominent leaders have often been grossly slandered, for which campaign there would have 
been no reason to attach any responsibility to the United States Government if it had not been embodied 
in the official version of the Note handed to me by its Diplomatic Representative in Cuba on October 
27, 1959. Similar effects have been wrought in the feelings of the Cuban people and on the relations 
between both governments by the influence exerted by the United States Government on other gov- 
ernments and countries to prevent the purchase by our Government of much needed defensive 
weapons, precisely when we were being threatened with imminent invasions of our territory. 

Because of these incidents, and despite Cuba's praiseworthy designs, the relations between 
the two governments have cooled down and certainly do not reflect friendship toward our people, who 
hope to continue being worthy of a brotherly friendship on the part of the people of the United States. 
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The Government of Cuba is gratified to hear of President Eisenhower’s statement concerning 
the adherence on the part of the United States Government "to the policy of non-intervention in the 
internal affairs of other countries, including Cuba”, but it expressly declares that in the full exercise 
of our sovereignty it would not consider or admit, with respect to our country, any interventionist policy 
whatever, regardless of whether or not there are specific provisions to that effect in the current inter- 
national treaties. 

Second; 

The Government of Cuba has reiteratedly and unquestionably evidenced its determination to 
prevent hostile activities against other governments from being organized or based in our territory, des- 
pite the fact that we do not have the extraordinary resources or the necessary means of vigilance available 
to the United States; and we desire that these resources of the United States be used by their Government 
with still greater success to prevent the use by Cuban war criminals and fugitives from Cuban justice of 
the Unfted States territory to conspire against our Government and our country, and to acquire arms and 
aircraft with the ostensible purpose to invade our territory and overthrow the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment. 

Third; 

There does not exist on the part of the spokesmen of the Cuban Government any desire to 
create the illusion of any aggressive action or underground activities, since these have been limited to 
replying to the statements, at times threatening and derogatory to our national dignity, and, in other 
cases, to perfectly proven facts, since it is the interest and the desire of our Government to maintain 
the most cordial and friendly relations with the Government and the people of the United States. 

Fourth; 

The Revolutionary Government of Cuba is happy to hear that the United States Government 
recognizes "the right of the Government and of the people of Cuba, in the exercise of their natural 
sovereignty, to carry out whatever social, economic and political reforms they may consider convenient”. 


but believes that such right springs essentially, not from its recognition by other countries, but from our 
status as an independent and sovereign nation, and, therefore, appreciates, with satisfaction, that our 
full sovereignty has been recognized as a vested right and not as a grant. 

Fifth; 

The Government of Cuba, through its competent agencies and authorities, is eagerly willing to 
listen to, and consider, all complaints and claims concerning specific cases which may be presented by 
Northamerican citizens, in accordance with the Cuban and international laws, and clarifies once again 
that in the application of the legal measures adopted, especially those concerning the ad m i ni stration of 
the Land Reform Program, no confiscations of foreign properties will take place, but only fully compen- 
sated expropriations made on the terms and through the means authorized by our constitutional provi- 
sions and to the extent permitted by our financial resources. 

We are carrying out an orderly and pacific Revolution, inspired on hopes and interests 
which are common to all the peoples and underdeveloped countries of Latin America, and for this 
purpose, our Government has the unanimous and firm support of the Cuban people, since a correct 
analysis of this historical moment which our country is living, makes it necessary not to forget the 
indestructible bounds which unite the people and the Revolutionary Government of Cuba, and that the 
ideals and ambitions of the Cuban people are the same ideals and ambitions of the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of Cuba. 

The differences of opinion that may arise between the two governments, being subject to 
diplomatic negotiations, can be definitely settled through such negotiations. The Government of Cuba 
is very well disposed and willing to discuss all such differences unreservedly and thoroughly, and ex- 
pressly states that, to the best of its understanding, there are no obstacles of any sort preventing such 
negotiations through any of the channels and instruments traditionally used for such purposes. 

It is worth pointing out, as well, that Cuba is a small country, which neither militarily nor 
economically, can represent any risk or threat whatsoever to other countries and much less to a nation 
as large and powerful as the United States. It would be erroneous to believe that the revolutionary 



process in our country and our social and economic reforms might inflict the slightest harm on other 
nations. 

The strength of the people of Cuba and of the Cuban Revolution, within and beyond our 
borders, rests only on the justice of the desire of all peoples to be absolutely free and to live on the 
utilization of its natural resources and on their orderly and creative toil. 

Finally I want to add that the Government of Cuba vigorously and definitely rejects the 
insinuation that could be considered to be implicit in the statements of President Eisenhower, concer- 
ning the belief that the traditional and mutually beneficial friendship between the Cuban and North- 
american pepoles could be destroyed by what he brands as "intrigues by International Communism”, 
since, as was clearly explained by our Chancellor in the note delivered to the Ambassador of the United 
States to Cuba, dated November 13, 1959, the nature, structure and objectives of the Revolutionary 
Government are defined by its accomplishments and "the Cuban people has finally found, in accordance 
with its historical tradition, its national idiosyncracy, its mission in America, its role in the World and 
the requirements of the epoch, its own form of political, economic, social and cultural expression”. 

Based on mutual respect and reciprocal benefits for both our own people and the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States of North America, the Government of Cuba desires to maintain 
and im prove its diplomatic and economic relations with them, and believes that, on this basis, the tra- 
ditional friendship between the Cuban and the Northamerican peoples would be indestructible. 

The Government of Cuba still hopes that all the presently existing differences may be dis- 
cussed through natural channels of diplomatic negotiations conducted with the full respect due to our 
sovereignty. This respect and a correct interpretation of the revolutionary process of Cuba are indispens- 
able to the maintainance and improvement of the relations between the two governments.

O N January 20th. 1960. Jorge Zayas, the Managing Editor o 
the dally ’Avance”, acting of his own free will and self 
determination, and without any compulsory or restrictive action on 
the part of the Cuban Government, left the national territory on one 
of the regular schedule flights of the Cuban Aviation Company 

Then, four days later, on January 24th. Jorge Zayas was elected 
Regional Vice-President of the Inter-American Press Associations 
Freedom of the Press Committee for the Caribbean Area 

On that same date Jorge Zayas published in The Miami 
Herald’ the first of a series of articles In which he played the role 
of an innocent victim of political persecution, and did his best to 
discredit and debase his own country. Cuba; and to slander and 
disgrace its Prime Minister, Fidel Castro, as welt as other high 
officials of the Cuban Government. 

The widespread diffusion of those slanderous articles, which 
were immediately picked up and reproduced by several newspaper 
chains and news and wire services, indicate, obviously enough, that 
a veritable conspiracy was afoot, designed to discredit and smear 
the prestige of the Republic of Cuba. 

The fact that Jorge Zayas described himself as an honest citizen 
and a valliant defender of the Freedom of the Press, added to the 
coincidence of his departure from Cuba with his designation for such 
an important office in the Inter-American Press Association, misguided 
and actually led to the confussion of numerous North American 
readers who, being inaccurately informed on Cuban affairs, might 
accept Jorge Zayas" misrepresentations as true accounts of actual 
facts. 

In the face of so undesirable prospects, and wishing to tell the 
truth and show proofs of the real situation, so that American public 
opinion could be accurately Informed on the actual character and 
past history of Jorge Zayas, an official of the Public Relations 
Department of the Ministry of Foreign Relations took a trip to Miami 
on a special mission which consisted of calling on the editor of The 
Miami Herald” and ask him for an opportunity to refute Jorge Zayas’ 
attacks against his own motherland, and to explain the real reason 
for his infamy. 

The Public Relations Department of the Ministry of Foreign 
Relations desired to show how Jorge Zayas and his newspaper 
"Avance” had been In the service of the dictatorship of Fulgencio 
Batista, and how, in consideration of his concealment of the true 
facts and his deceit of the people who read his paper.

So. the Cuban envoy met first with Mr. George Beebe and 
later, with Mr. John S. Knight, Managing Editor and Publisher, 
respectively, of 'The Miami Herald”. To them he displayed the 
evidence he had in his possession, including photostats of checks 
drawn on the Secret Expense Account of dictator Batista, and then 
endorsed and cashed by Jorge Zayas himself. 

Unfortunately, 'The Miami Herald” refused to publish the 
comments and explanations prepared by the Public Relations 
Department of the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Relations, by imposing 
certain conditions and requirements which no self respecting 
government could possibly comply. 

Disappointed bv this first failure, the Cuban official went to 
see the Editor of "The Miami News”, where he met with identical 
results. The proofs we are now offering here, backed as they are 
by the unquestionable honesty and sincerity of the Revolutionary 
Government of Cuba, were considered insufficient by the editors of 
both 'The Miami Herald” and 'The Miami News”. 

Of course, no one asked Jorge Zayas for any such proof when 
he wrote, and so it was published, that women were being executed 
by firing squads in Cuba, or when he wrote, and so it was published, 
that news items were sequestered in Cuba, or when he said, and so 
it was published, that the Cuban Government did not publish financial 
reports, or when he said, and so it was published, that Fidel Castro 
misappropriated the funds donated by the people for his program 
of improvements.

whatsoever. Jorge Zayas* statement to the ^ effect th. Cuba was 
receiving arms from the Communist block”. 'The Miami Herald" 
did not raise any objection to Jorge Zayas’ insinuation that Fidel 
Castro was preparing to attack the Guantanamo Naval Base, and 
even to bomb Miami. 

Jorge Zayas, being a Regional Vice-President of the Freedom 
of the Press Committee of the pompous "Inter-American Press 
Association”, was entirely free to degrade and abuse his own country 
and disgrace its government without being required to show to his 
friends of ‘The Miami Herald” any real evidence to back such a 
serious charge as that of possible armed attack against the United 
States. 

However, when an official agent of the Government of Cuba 
called on ‘The Miami Herald" and ‘The Miami News” and sought 
to exercise our right to acquaint tlie American readers with the real 
character and reputation of Jorge Zayas, who is nothing but a 
mercenary journalist, an embezzler of public funds and a traitor to 
his own country, they refused to accept bona fide evidence and 
unquestionable testimony as sufficient proofs to refute what that 
mercenary embezzler and traitor has been so free and welcome to 
say. 

The refusal of 'The Miami Herald” and 'The Miami News" 
was not suprising to Cubans. The Revolutionary Government has 
often exposed to the world that there is conspiracy at work, designed 
to undermine our sovereign liberty, which includes a worldwide 
campaign of discredit and slander. 

One of the most widely used misrepresentations is that purporting 
to protect the so-called freedom of the press. Yet, it seems to be 
evident that the so-called Impartial, unbiassed, Independent and 
objective press, of which both "The Miami Herald” and "The Miami 
News" claim to be perfect examples, is really neither impartial nor 
unbiassed, neither independent nor objective, and does not uphold or 
promote the most elementary rules of journalistic ethics. 

Within this vast conspiracy against the rights and the sovereign 
freedom of the Cuban people, traitor Zayas was assigned to the 
mission for which he was best fitted, and was used as a source of 
propaganda material. That is why "The Miami Herald" placed him 
on its front page, and that Is why he was made to repeat once and 
again, all the infamous lies, woven into newspaper articles, to discredit 
the Cuban Nation. 

The explanations and comments prepared by the Public Relations 
Department of the Ministry of Foreign Relations exposing the 
abject character of Jorge Zayas, who is Just the opposite to 
what an honest newspaperman ought to be, utterly wrecked the 
groundwork of misrepresentations which he had erected as part 
of the relentless campaign of defamation waged by the foreign press 
against Cuba. 

"The Miami Herald” and ‘The Miami News”, being as they 
have always been, systematic enemies of the Cuban people and 
the Cuban Government, could not do anything against their own 
interests or actions. That is the reason why they denied to their 
readers the right to know the truth, and why they refused to let 
anv of their space be used to publish our refutal of Jorge Zayas’ 
calumnies. That Is the reason why they refused to reveal the true 
identity of Jorge Zayas, the managing editor of "Avance” and 

Regional Vice-President of the Inter-American Press Associations 
Freedom of the Press Committee. 

The journalistic biography of Jorge Zayas Is just like the history 
of all war criminals, the fugitives from jus' 1 '" 1 ciyemf ” of the 
Cuban Revolution who have non- -jproad to smear their own 

motherland. In one way o*- mother, all of then served and helped 

Batista to the ext*-* of their respective abilities, specialties and

From March 10, 1952 to December 31, 1958, the Republic of Cuba was the victim of the most wretched and 
inhuman tyranny ever registered in the American Continent. During that long period over 20,000 Cubans were 
tortured and murdered, and the Cuban press was subjected to censorship, extreme violence and constant coercion. 
In other words at no time during those seven years was there any freedom of the press or of any other means of 

expression^ $e ven y Car s Jorge Zayas and his newspaper Avance were constantly at the service of 

the dictator, Batista, in open violation of all the principles that ought to govern and rule the conduct and gene- 
ral attitude of an honest, free and independent press. 

Jorge Zayas and his daily Avance, who silenced the horrible crimes of the tytant, were liberal when it came 
to leave evidence of the loyalty and servile support they chose to offer the dictator and his henchmen.

covered and arrested. On this occasion, as in October of 
last year, we disagree with the proposal, considering it 
totally incongruent with the very function of journalism, 
fulfilled, on the contrary, by the extraordinary oeur- 
rence of a protest in which the national press has gi- 
ven evidence of a spirit of solidarity.

No one can say that the President expresses here any 
ideas and opinions which offend journalistic ethics and, 
as we already pointed out when we dissented from the 
strike plan, a voluntary abandonment of the public 
pulpit presupposes relinquishment, desertion or resig-

"FUST AMMVERSARY OF THE 10™ OF MARCH" 

"In the speech delivered yesterday by the President 
of the Republic, General Batista, on the occasion of the 
celebration of the 10th of March, there are certain 
aspects which are worth underlining, since they clarify 
questions on which the public opinion should be in- 
formed. Thus, for example, General Batista offered 
the reminder that he knows how to win and how to 
lose like a good soldier, since defeat is victory if it is 
accompanied by dignity".

In this respect there are no 
hesitations in governmental centers, nor do there seem 
to be at this late date any new circumstances which can 
swerve General Batista from the objective which he 
outlined tfie dawn of the 10th of March of 1952”.

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XTICAL SITUATION 


Cuba continues in its rapid strides to become definitely 
aligned with Russia and the Soviet bloc , Government leaders and the 
Government-controlled press continually praise the Russian system 
and the necessity for Cuba's having commercial relations with 
all the world , Antonio Nunez Jimenez, head of the institute 
Nacional de la Reforma Agraria ( INRA - National Institute of 
Agrarian Reform), presently heads a Cuban trade mission to Moscow, 
After a lapse of eight years, Cuba has again established diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Ohiori, Faure Chomon, viciously anti - 
American and procommunist, has been named as Cuban Ambassador 
to Russia, It is estimated that there are seventy Russians presently 
in Cuba on special missions, 

A special mission from Bulgaria, headed by the Bulgarian 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, arrived in Cuba on June 2, i 960 , 
to discuss commercial matters. On June 10, i 960 , the Cuban 
Government announced that Czechoslovakia had granted a loan to 
Cuba of $20,000,000, and Prime Minister Fidel Castro in a 
television program on that date lauded the manufacturing ability 
of the Czechoslovakians, 

The Fast German Government also has had a technical 
mission in Cuba, 

Although the present Cuban Government has diplomatic 
relations with the Government of Nationalist China, these my 
be said to be in name only inasmuch as the Chinese Ambassador 
has been slighted by Cuban Government authorities on a number of 
occasions. Recently itojor William Galvez, Inspector G^eral of 
the Cuban Army, visited Red China and was warmly received by 
Chinese officials. 

That all is not going well in Cuba is evidenced by the 
mny rumors concerning possible cabinet changes. The Minister of 
Foreign Relations, Raul Roa, possibly may be removed from office 
because of the poor reception given in most countries to Cuban 
President Osvaldo Porticos on his recent tour of Latin America, 
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Also, Boa has lost much respect because of the lack of success 
which he has had in encouraging countries to actively endorse 
the proposed Conference of Underdeveloped Nations which has been 
called by Cuba . No date has been set for this conference, and it 
is undetermined just how many countries have accepted Cuba's 
invitation to attend . 

Antonio Nunez Jimenez may be relieved as head of INRA be- 
cause of the chaotic condition in which tfiis organization is 
functioning. INRA is the organization phich controls much of 
the agriculture and industry of Cuba. Because of maladministration, 
INRA is not making the progress expected of it by Fidel Castro. 

Discontent in the Cuban Navy may lead to the replacement 
of its head, Juan il. Castineiras, by the present Minister of the 
Treasury, Rolando Diaz Aztarain. Diaz Aztarain is a protege of 
Raul Castro and is reported to be a communist. His present position 
as Minister of the Treasury is only a nominal one, inasmuch as 
Ernesto "Che" Guevara, President of the National Bank of Cuba, 
controls all the economic policies of Citba. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 

Economic conditions continue to deteriorate because of 
the lack of United States dollar reserves. Fidel Castro, because 
of large arms purchases and squandering of money on unsound 
projects, has a lmost bankrupted the Cuban Treasury. Although he 
claims bank reserves of $175 1 000, 000, he fails to tell the people 
that the Government does not permit the payment of its dollar 
debts owed to oil companies and United States business concents which 
have shipped materials and goods to Cuba on letters of credit. There 
has been a sharp increase in the amount of money in circulation, 
which increase has been estimated at 40 per cent since January 1, 

1959 • This means merely that the Government has reverted to the use 
of a printing press to make money. The value of the Cuban peso on 
the black market, formerly on par with the United States dollar, has 
now shrunk to 35 cents. People with any money at all are continually 
attempting to convert their pesos into dollars. Some of the schemes 
used in the past have been the following: 

1. Purchase of airline tickets in Cuba with Cuban pesos 
and securing a refund for these tiokets in dollars 
in the United States. The Cuban Government has stopped 
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this practice by making such ticket s refundable 
only in Cuba . 

purchase of used cars in Cuba and transportation 
of same to the United States where the cars would be 
resold . This has been curtailed as Cubans now taking 
cars out of Cuba must first place a bond for the 
value thereof * , 

J. The purchase of counterfeit $ 100 bills , fraudulent 

United States bank checks, and fraudulent United States 
Treasury checks . Needless to say, jewelry and 
diamonds which can be easily smuggled out of Cuba 
also are sold at a premium on the Cuban market . 

There is an absolute lack of foreign investments in 
Cuba and private businesses of all types are rapidly being 
intervened or confiscated. Tourism is a nonexistent commodity. 

All but one of the large luxury hotels have been intervened. 

The Cuban Government, which hopes that the Uhited States 
Congress will continue to subsidize the Cuban sugar crop by paying 
two cents per pound more for sugar than the world price, has 
embarked on a definite economic program against the Uhited States. 
Although some United States agricultural commodities continue to be 
imported into Cuba, there has been an almost complete cessation of 
the importation of any United States machine products. Some 
concerns which desire to make such importation are inforsied that 
these purchases may be made from Russia or satellite countries. 

The agricultural cooperatives, which were launched with 
much fanfare and established on land confiscated from Cuban and 
Uhited States citizens, are proving to be a dismal failure. Because 
of the inexperience of those placed in charge of these projects 
and the lack of technical skill, the cooperatives have not been 
the boon to the lowly farm laborer which Fidel Castro had promised. 
Castro in publicly speaking of these cooperatives has told bold- 
faced lies concerning their success. Just recently he claimed that 
within a year Cuba would be producing rice, not only to feed its 
people, but also for export. Japanese technical experts who are 
here with respect to the rice cultivation program have publicly 
stated that, if the proper seed were secured, within six years 
Cuba might be self-sufficient with respect to rice. They have 
privately stated that, if things continue operating as at present, 
in twenty years Cuba will not produce any more rice than it does now, 
even though large sums of money are squandered on the project.

The constant barrage of anti ’•American statements on the 
part of Cuban leaders, especially Fidel Castro, and the vicious, 
cynical attacks against the Government of the United States and 
personal attacks against its leaders by the Cuban propaganda 
organs , continue unabated. The Cuban people are continually 
harangued by radio programs and newspaper articles claiming that 
the Uhi ted States intends to invade Cuba ; that the United States 
is involved ip counterrevolutionary plots against Cuba; that the 
United States has engaged in economic aggression against Cuba; 
and, in fact, that the United States is the direct cause of all 
ills today facing the Cuban people. 

There has yet to be a Cuban Government speaker who does 
not devote most of his speech to attacking the United States, 

The constant tours of Cuban Government leaders throughout Latin 
America are dedicated to a systematic attempt to build up the 
United States as the political and economic enemy of Latin 
America and Cuba as the ideal for other Latin-American countries. 
President Dorticos, just returned from a tour of Latin America , 
caused many Cubans who are not anti-Uhited States to comment on 
the tirades he loosed against the United States, Numerous sources 
have noted that it would be excusable for him to laud what the 
Cuban Government has accomplished, intends to accomplish, and 
is securing in the way of benefits for the Cuban people, even if 
untrue; but they were shocked that the nominal head of the Cuban 
Government should devote his speeches to the spreading of a hate 
campa i gn, 

PRESS FREEDOM 


The intervention of "Diario de la Ihrina" and " Prensa 
Libre," two of Cuba's most prominent newspapers, spelled the death 
knell for any semblance of press freedom in Cuba, The directors 
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of these newspapers, after having sought asylum, are now in the 
United States , The Cuban Government, in bold-faced statements, 
denied that it had caused the intervention of these periodicals 
and claimed that actually it was the "workers" who took over 
their operation , Along with the Government control of the press, 
radio and television also are under almost complete Government 
domination. 

Not content with its control of domestic propaganda, Cuba 
in the international field has the newspaper service "Prensa 
Latina " which has offices in many cities throughout the world , 

This organization, which reportedly was established with Cuban 
financial help, is a medium through which the glories of the Cuban 
revolution are extolled and all things United States are condemned • 

The Cuban Government is establishing a 100-kilowatt 
radio station, one of the most powerful in the Western Hemisphere, 
for broadcasts to Latin America, 

Also, a national print shop has been established. 
Appointed to two prominent positions in this organization were 
Rene Depestre, a Haitian communist, and Guillermo Lorentzen, a 
Guatemalan communist. No doubt this print shop will print 
Government propaganda for internal arid external use. 

The Government continues its attacks against the American 
press services, namely United Press International and Associated 
Press, Representatives in Cuba of these services as well as 
other foreign reporters on various occasions have found themselves 
subject to detention by Cuban authorities and expulsion from 
the country without any explanation being offered for such 
action, Fidel Castro and other Government leaders on various 
occasions have made the allegation that many of these newsmen 
were nothing more than "FBI Agents, " 


AM gP FORCES 

No attempt is being made to adequately train the Cuban 
Armed Forces, Although members are heavily armed with excellent 
weapons, many of them have never received even rudimentary 
instruction in the use of the weapons. Members are being used 
on many nonmilitary projects such as road-building and 
construction programs. 
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The Air Force is almost nonexistent . Personnel 
who served with the Batista forces either fled or were 
incarcerated . Pilots trained under Castro have been gradually 
defecting and recently the remnants of the Air Force were 
almost completely wiped out by mass arrests tehen it came to 
the attention of the authorities that they planned to defect 
en masse . 

The Navy has always been one of the least trustworthy 
arms of the revolutionary forces . Because of the high technical 
Skill necessary to operate the few ; warships, many of the members 
of the Batista forces who were trained technicians had to be 
retained. Also , the Navy has always had a high "esprit de corps" 
and was not Known for its revolutionary ardor • 

More and more , the Government appears to be leaning 
on the strength of its civilian militia. This group, as well 
as the Cuban Army, has been strongly infiltrated by the communiktsf 
however, the vast majority of the militia members, totaling 
approximately one hundred thousand, cannot be said to bi staunch 
supporters of the present regime. While at first only the 
trusted were permitted to join militia ranks, now, evidently 
because the Government desires to make a public show of its ] 
strength, wOfkers are being forced to undergo militia training. 

Very few, however, receive expert training in the use of firearms. 

Raul Castro, Commander of the Armed Force# + has seen 
to it that only his trusted followers are in positi&Ws Others 
they can command troops . Even some of the old revolutionaries, 
such as On i verso Sanches, formerly Commander of Matansas Province, 
have been feMoved because of suspicion that they might not be 
100 percent loyal* There have been reports that some small, 
army garrisons have defected en masse, especially in Las Villas 
. Province , and have joined counterrevolutionary groups in the 
Sierra de Escambr ay ; It is not believed, however, that the 
number of counterrevolutionaries in the Escambray totals more 
than 300, ■- ’ 

BTREmTfT QP CUBAN GOVERNHENT 

Although ddo by day\ Jfl'dfl Castro is losing the support 
of some segments of the Cuban tyiOple, it is estimated that he 
still can count on the backirfg 10/40 percent, mostly from the 
lower classes who believe the ■prOpdganda lies put out by the 
Cuban Government, which claims that its only reason" for existence 
is to help [the poorer classes. Among the middle and upper classes 
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there ia definite fear for their future and a definite feeling 
that the country ia now completely communiat dominated . It ia 
a constant occurrence for any member of the American Embassy to 
be approached by even unknown individuals, who surmise that one 
might be connected with the Embassy, for help in securing a 
United States Visa* Many people who never have had United States 
visas now desire one so that at a moment's notice they can depart 
from Cuba if permitted. Because of the overwhelming demand for 
visas, a person applying at the United States Embassy at the' 
present time for a tourist visa is advised that his request will 
be considered in December, i960. 

Although Fidel Castro's popularity is declining, there 
is no doubt that a hard core of dedicated followers is being 
formed and that they do not intend to see the Cuban revolution 
taken over without a desperate struggle. The communists, of 
course, are in the forefront, being 100 percent pro -Fidili Castro 
and prorevolution. Although numerous defections have occurred 
among members of Castro's foreign service, army, and government 
employees, the tr places are being' taken by trusted individuals 
whose complete allegiance to the aims of the Cuban revolution 
is assured . There will be fewer desertions in the future as 
the hard core becomes solidified. 

SITUMML 0F 2M. CATHOLIC CHURCH 

‘ The Catholic Church in Cuba has taken no united motion 
condemning the communist infiltration of the Cuban Governments 
The Arohbi shop of Santiago de Cuba, Monsignor Perez SerdHted? one 
of the* outstan&ihfy Catholic prelates in the country, issued d 
pastoral letter inwhioh he strongly attacked communism and 
pointed out that there was no doubt that communism had MSfde 
intbdUs*. in the Cuban Government. Official organs Of thb Cuban 
Government immediately were placed on the defensive and claimed 
that the Archbishop should have attacked North American? imperialism 
instead of communism • They were, however, at a complete ^disad- 
vantage inasmuch' ds Peres Serantes could not be attacked?* 1 6 07 
strongly aa he always had been in favor of the Cuban revolution 
and xeds directly instrumental in saving Fidel Castro's life at 
the- time Castro was arrested by Batista authorities whenhe 
attacked the army barracks of Moncada in Santiago de Cuba * 

In Havana Province the Auxiliary Bishop, Monsignor - 
Eduardo Bosa Mas vi dal, who is Director of the University Of ???< 
Villanueva, in an address delivered at the University on June 1, 
i960, explained the attitude of the Roman Catholic Church with 
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respect to private property, the role of the state, class 
struggle, et cetera • Although he did not attach the Cuban 
Government directly, his address was a definite attack against 
many of its policies , 

Both the pastoral letter of Perez Serantes and the 
address of Boza Mas vi dal were given wide dissemination in 
printed leaflets throughout Cuba • 

The statements by Perez Serantes and Boza Masvi dal 
do not, however, mean that the Church as a whole has taken a 
united stand with respect to Cuban policies , The Archbishop 
Coadjutor of Havana, Monsignor Evelio Diaz, although reportedly 
very much concerned with communist influence, is fearful of taking 
a public role against the Government at the present time. He 
is a timid individual who feels that the Church should not 
mix in politics and hopes that the situation in Cuba somehow 
will favorably resolve itself. 

Among the clergy there is also a definite difference 
of opinion. The Jesuits are strongly anti -Government and are 
actively participating in aiding counterrevolutionaries , They 
are the strong backers of " Accion Catolica " which has adherents 
among the Catholic youth. Some youths who have found themselves 
in difficulty with the present Government are being hidden by 
the Jesuits, 

The Franciscans are divided among themselves. Many 
of the members of this religious order are of Basque- origin and 
are strongly socialistic in their beliefs. Some openly praise 
the policies of the present Cuban Government , 

The Augustinians , who are mostly Spanish but include 
some Americans, are stroiigly anti -Government, 

The native Cuban clergy, about 12 5 in number, is 
divided, Fidel Castro has attempted to secure the backtng of 
some members of this group in an effort to establish a Cuban 
nationalist' Catholic Church, He reportedly has approached 
three priests to head this organization but has had no success 
in this respect, 

EDUCATION AND CULTURE 

Fidel Castro, in a recent television program, 
praised the culture of Red China and condemned the influence 
of the United States on the cultural life of Cuba, 
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The Government is spending vast sums propagandising 
the Cuban revolution throughout the world , 

The Government has announced that the textbooks to 
be used in both public and private schools will be rewritten 
and, of oomse, the. story of the history of Cuba will take on 
an anti-Uhited States flavor. 

At the University of Havana, things are still very 
unsettled. Students who back the President of the Federacion 
Estudiantil Uhiversitarta (Federation of University Students - 
FEU), which supports the Government, come armed to the 
classrooms. The majority of the students there are anti- 
communist and recently when Carlos Rafael Rodrigues, prominent 
communist functionary, attempted to give a lecture the students 
unlked out of his olass. The University may be the place where 
the spark will ignite in a counterrevolutionary attempt, A 
clash may occur between the student factions and a killing may 
take place which will inflame the public , 

Recently, students were engaging in track practice 
and the starter fired a blank pistol , Students in the class- 
rooms immediately wanted to be dismissed so they could go 
home to safety, fearing that actual gunfire had occurred. 

The Catholic University of Villanueva in Havana 
will most likely have to close its doors next year as it has 
been under attack by the Government, Although it is considered 
to be the best educational institution in Cuba, many of its 
* students are unable to pay their tuition and also some fear thqri 
their credits will not be recognised by the Government when 
they are ready to practice their profession. 

Communist infiltration has advanced in almost all 
fields of science and culture. Recently, in the medical field, 
doctors who were not procommunist in their sympathies were 
released from public posts , 

COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY CROUPS 

One by one the principal opposition leaders have 
sought asylum and left Cuba, Jose Ignacio Rasco, leader of 
the Christian Democratic Movement, after issuing an attack 
against communism and Government policies, sought asylum. He 
ts presently in the United States, Justo Carrillo, head of 
the Montecristo group, who, during the first year of the Cuban 
revolution held an important post in banking circles in Cuba, 
has defected and is presently in Miami, Aureliano Sanches 
Arango of the Triple A, who was one of the principal attackers 
of Batista, also recently sought asylum and is now in Miami, 

In the United States also are the leaders of the various 
prominent newspapers which were intervened by the Cuban Government, 
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There are numerous small anti-Castro groups in 
Cuba but these seem to lack leadership and are constantly being 
infiltrated by Government authorities , It appears that everyone 
is talking counterrevolution but there is no cohesive group 
or any outstanding leadership . Perhaps the strongest such group 
in Cuba is the Movimiento de Recuperacion Revolutidhario 
(Movement for the Recuperation of the Revolution - MRr), It 
is headed by Arttme Buea who is presently in Miami , This group 
is composed of individuals who were formerly followers of 
Fidel Castro but are now bitterly opposed to him because of 
communist infiltration in the Government, 

Being a counterrevolutionary in Cuba at the present 
time is very much different than during previous regimes. The 
present Government operates through the widespread use of 
"chivatos," stool pigeons of informants. Also, the present 
Government does not have to have any legal proof to label a 
person a counterrevolutionary. Be can be immediately arrested, 
held incommunicado, tried by a military court, and have all of 
his property confiscated* 

STRENGTH OF GOVERNMENT 

The popularity of Fidel Castro continually decreases. 
The Government is completely controlled by a triumvirate with 
Fidel Castro as the front man, Raul Castro is in charge of 
intelligence operations and of the Armed Forces and " Che " 
Guevara directs the economic policies of the Government, 

Fidel Castro, realising the bad economic situation 
facing Cuba, continually exhorts the people against the 
United States, He claims that if they go hungry the blame 
rests on the imperialism of the North, He recently announced 
the establishment of youth brigades. These will be formed of 
youths from fourteen to eighteen who are not employed or are 
not students. They will receive training in the country and, 
of course, will be thoroughly indoctrinated in revolutionary 
ideologies. Although Cjs$tro is jgqpuldf with no$twore than 40 
percent at the present fame, he making deficits inroads in 
his influence on the youth of the nation. Outfit ide of Cuba, 
especially in Latin America, his policies have hot received a 
warm welcome by the leaders, Holder, these policies do appeal 
to the "leftists- and to the youth of Latin America, * 

LABOR 

Labor unions in Cuba are now such in name only. The 
firebrand ex-communist, David Salvador Ifanso, who was head of 
the Confederation de Trabajadores de Cuba (Confederation of 
Cuban Workers - CTO) has disappeared from the labor scene. 
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Reportedly , he felt that labor unions should not be 
subservient to the procommunist protege of Raul Castro uho 
is presently the Minister of Labor • Labor is now merely 
an arm of the Government .

abroad, furnished the following information which had been obtained from an 
unnamed source: 


"8 October 1939. According to information obtained from Havana, the revo- 
lutionary government of FIDEL CASTRO recently allegedly sent, if not in 
secret at least in an extremely discreet manner, a mission to purchase 
military equipment in France. This mission has large financial backing which 
is to be used for twin purposes: First, to assure immediate delivery of 

weapons and ammunition, and second, to negotiate the purchase of equipment 
which is destined to establish a Cuban industry for the production of war 
materials. The need for the foregoing is due primarily to the fact that in 
the past Cuba has been entirely dependent upon the United States for its 
material, spare parts, accessories and munitions. 

It is well known that CASTRO has replaced the US Military Mission with one 
from Venezuela. Instructors, trained behind the 'Iron Curtain 1 in sabotage 
and guerrilla warfare have been furnished to CASTRO by the 'Legion of the 
Caribbean* . 

Of course, American military authorities, well aware of the threat to the 
Panama Canal have not only stopped shipments of new weapons, but also spare 
parts and munitions to Havana. In this way, CASTRO is hampered in his 
ag gr essive policies of 'liberation* in the Caribbean. As a matter of fact, 
the lack of supplies is the prime factor for the failure of the incidents 
in Haiti and San, Domingo and the resultant calm presently existing in those 
areas. To succeed in his plan for 'liberation* of the Antilles and Central 
America, GAS1R0 must first free Cuba of her dependence upon American industry 
for her war materials, particularly, light weapons, and munitions such as 
rifles, sub-machine guns, mortars, bazookas, landmines, grenades, etc., which 
are the weapons used primarily in their guerrilla type warfare. 


This is the reason for the presence of the Mission in question which is 
attempting to purchase weapons and munitions for imediate delivery, as well 
as machinery to quickly build a series of small repair shops and factories 
for small weapons, which will be spread throughout the island in a very 
decentralized and almost secret manner, similar to the methods used in 
Viet Nam and by the Algerian Fellagahs. 


(This Mission, which has its office in Paris under the direction of Col. 
-fnaARQUIN jjZTOFEZ , will first attempt to purchase jreapons in France and thereafter
